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CARLISLE STILL LEADING 


RANDALL TO TAKE SPRINGER IN- 
7O HIS CAMP. 

COX FULL OF LIFE AND SATISFIED WITH HIS 
CHANCE OF BEING SPEAKER OF THE 
NEXT HOUSE. 

Wasuineton, Nov. 20.—A very pal- 
able increase of interest in the Speakership 
fight has been manifested to-day. There were 
more members in the city, larger crowds 
‘about the hotels, and a greater num- 
ber of visitors to the candidates at 
their head-quarters. There is as yet 
no abatement of confidence on the part 
of either of the four candidates, for not only 
Randall, Carlisle, and Cex are in the race, 
but Springler, who relies upon the chance of 
becoming a compromise candidate. Mr. 
Springer’s head-quarters are at theNational,not 
far from the rooms occupied by Mr. Randall. 

This afternoon Mr. Randall paid a quiet 
visit to Mr. Springer, and after the two had 
been closeted some time, they walked out 
into the hall together, and continued con- 
versing for some time. This interview 
gave rise to the report that there 
was some sort of an understanding between 
Springer and Randall. The report comes 
rather early, for no one has been able to dis- 
cover upto this time that Mr. Springer has 
anything to throw except his own vote and 
possibly that of Mr. Riggs, the Congressman 
who got his nomination on the five hundred 
and twenty-first ballot. Mr. Randall's rooms 
were visited by nearly all the Democrati 
.Congressmen in town. These visitors, and all 
others, were very pleasantiy received by Mr. 
Randall, who certainly evinces no sort of 
anxiety about the result. The report that the 
Tilden interest is im his favor, and that 
some of Mr. Tilden’s friends are to be 
here and work in his behalf, is being 
repeated by all the outside Randall men, and 
ago one of bis followers has made any effort to 
deny the report. Mr. Benjamin Le Fevre, of 
Ohio, who bas arrived here, is represented as 
being more interested in the election of Mr. 
Leedom as Sergeant-at-Arms than he is in the 
Speakersbip fight. Still the report has gained 
currency that he is to be for Randall 

Mr. Carlisle was nearly all day at his rooms 
at the Metropolitan, where he was overrun 
vith newly arrived members and others inter- 
ested in his canvass, He was very confident 
this morning, saying that his canvass was bold- 
ing on admirably. Mr. John R. Glasscock, of 


falifornia, who has been set down as a Cox 
man, calleti upon Mr. Carlisle, assured bim 
that he would do allin his power to assure 
his success, and expressed a willingness to be 
patto work in Carlisle’s behalf. Mr. Car- 
lisle expressed some mortificaticn at the 
attempt that is being made to injure 
his prospects by exciting a _ sectional 
feeling against him. Some of Mr. Car- 
lisle's friends are amused at the 
division of the patronage of the old ticket by 
which the Tilden interest is declared to be 
for Randall, while Mr. Hendricks is 
for Cox. The Carlisie men do not hesi- 
tate to pronounce Mr. Hendricks’s attempt 
to give a sectional turn to Mr. Carlisle’s 
candidacy as an uncalled-for meanness. A 
rommon criticism of the Indiana statesman’s 
utterances is, that it is about the first instance 
et noted of his getting down off the tence.

Representative Ellis, of Louisiana, one of 
the most actiue workers for Carlisle, gives the

Total—%4 It 
is claimed that this table is based upon 
actnel knowledge as to how the mem- 
bers will vote. Among the visitors upon 
Mr. Carlisle was his earnest supporter Col. 
William R. Moorison, of Illinois, who talked 
cheerfully about the situation. Someone bav- 
ing mentioned that Mr. Randall was very con- 
dent Mr. Morrison replied; ‘‘Uh, yes, he’s 
very confident, very serene. I’m told that’s 
what accounts for his paying so many visits 
to Springer and Cox.” 

Mr. Cox does not lose a bit of confidence, 
pod he is inhis usual jolly humor. This morn- 
ing, when a number of gentlemen called at his 
rooms in Willard’s, and one of them asked 
him to express an opinion about steel 
plows. He Jeaned upon the back of a 
chair and made a laughable’ speech, 
full of puns upon plows of all kinds, and cut it 
short to answer a summons to call upon Mr. 
J. Thomas Spriggs, of the Utica District, 
who arrived at the Arlington this morn- 
ing. Mr. Cox is now said to be tol- 
erably sure of receiving 18 of the 21 
Democratic votes from New York. To-mor- 
row, it is expected, Mr. John Kelly will 
arrive hereto work in Mr. Cox’s behalf, and, as 
the anti-Tilden candidate, it is reported, be will 
receive the support of Mr. Abram 8, Hewitt 
and Mr. Waldo Hutchins. Mr. Graves and 
Mr. Cosgrove, of Missouri, are set down by 
one of the Missouri Senators as sure to go for 
Cox, while the rest are for Carlisle, Randall 
having no votes in the delegation. 

Among the candidates for minor positions 
there is some activity. Mr. Leedom, wha 
served as a member from Ohio in the last 
House, is apparently the favorite candi- 
date for Sergeant-at-Arms. He is young, 
bright, affable, and earnest, and is taking 
care that his canvass shall not complicate him 
much or make him dependent upon the success 
pf the candidates for Speaker. Mr. John 
G. Thompson, who is a candidate for 
the same office and from the same State, 
is to have the assistance of WSenator 
Pendletou whose arrival next week will prob- 
ably see the beginning of the Thompson 
eanvass. New-York has a candidate in the 
person of Mr. Charles P. Bitton a large 
and very handsome man generally unknown 
to New-Yorkers here who distributed a 
broadside containing pleasant notices of his 
visits to personal friends in different parts of 
the country, together with commendations of 
his zeal as an ante-bellum Democrat.

Wasuincton, Nov. 20.—Last Spring, 
several weeks before it became generally known 
that David Davis would resign and allow the Re- 
pubdlicana to elect a successor to his place 
as President pro tem. of the Senate, the 
TiMEs dispatches made the announcement upon 
the information furnished by a Republican Sena- 
tor. This was published soon

QUEER PENSION ATTORNEYS. 
SHOEMAKERS, TAILORS, RAG-PICKERS, AND 
OTHERS IN THE BUSINESS, 

Wasaincton, D. C., Nov. 20.—If there 
could be anything to excite mirth in the develop- 
ments pertaining to the transactions of pension at- 
torneys the following should do so: Gen. 
Dudley testified before the Grand Jury 
that he was not aware that a certain 
attorney, whose flowing circulars were shown him 
now, practiced before his office. The name was 
James H. Vermilyea. A reference to the City Di- 
rectory showed that the only man of this name 
wus ashoemaker, A visit te his address revealed 
a front store, with an excellent siock of ladies’ 
shoes. An inquiry for Mr. Vermilyea brought an- 
swer tbat he was in the back room. Entering there 
Mr. Vermilyea was found in his short sleeves with 


anapron and knife, and, like several workmen 
around him, busily engaged in making shoes. In 
reply to a question he said he was J. H. Vermilyea, 
and to a furtber inquiry whether he was 4 pension 
attorney he egaid he was. Me answered further 
that any friend could safely be referred to him to 
prosecute his claim; that he had blanks and that 
he would furnish those necessary to the case. 
Thereupon he took off his apron, laid down his 
shoes and knife, and going up stairs, he soon re- 
turned with pension blanks. There was 
no attorney’s sien about tbe place, and 
nothing about the inner arrangements to 
iudicate that Mr, Vermilyeahad any other “pro- 
fession” tian that of a shoe-maker. His circulars 
are as deceptive as any yet found. They 
are of striking colors and several varieties, 
and are decorated with a_ soldier with 
epaulets and with a drawn sword and a stand of 
colors in bis hand. The cirenlators announce Mr. 
Vermivea as a Pension, Patent, Bounty, and Land 
Attorney. They declare that the charge of deser- 
tion is no bar to claim for pension, and many other 
equaliy deceptive things. 

t has also been discovered that among those 
engaged in this business is Mr. Levi McCabe, a 
colored man, who answered. when asked by the 
Commissioner for his profession or other busi- 
ness occupation other than that of a pen- 
sion attorney, that he was ‘“‘nothing more than 
a rag-gatherer."” Among others practicing as pen- 
siok agents, who answered the question, 
were one minister, two editors, and a pnb- 
lisher, all four unknown to the public; 
also two farmers, one photographer, one 
cealers in hardware, two grocers, one pressman, 
one banker,one bank cashier, one tailoress, one 
copyist, and oneinventor. In a reply under this 
bead, Mr. Vermilyea did not disclose nis shoes, but 
styled himself "a dormant partner’ of Henry 8, 
Berlin & Co. : 
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STILL DENOUNCING MAHONE. 
HIS ADDRESS SAID TO HAVE BEEN WRITTEN 
BY GEORGE C. GORHAM. 

RICHMOND, Va., Noy. 20.—The State Demo- 
eratic Committee will meet here on Thursday 
next. Une of the most important matters to be 
considered by this body is the recent address is- 
sued by Mabone. The committee will authorize 
the preparation of araper which will show the 
falsity of tke wholesale charges contained 
in Mahone’s address against{jthe people of 


this State, The Democrats it is expected will prove 
by evidence of some of Mahone’s own partisans 
that several, if not all. of bis charges are gross 
misrepresentations of the way in which the recent 
campaign and election was conducted on the part 
of Democrats. 

A. W. Jones, the Mahonite who opposed Gen. W. 
C. Wickham, who was elected Senator in the 
Hanover district by Democrats, and who a few 
days ago informed the latter of his intention of 
contesting his seat, has withdrawn that notice. 
Jones's contest was based upon what hetermed 
“outrages and acts of intimidation perpetrated 
by bis opponents in his distriet on the day of elec- 
tion.’ He confesses in his letter withdrawing from 
the contest that his information as to these allega- 
tions was incorrect. 

George C. Gorham, of the Weshington Nasional 
Republican, was in Petersburg with Muhone several 
days before the latters addres’'s wet made 
public. It is stated? here emphatically that Mr. 
Gorham wrote the address -for Mahone. 
That paper has created great indignation 
among the people thronghout the State. 
It seems to be generally conceded that no man in 
the State, even in the worst days of reconstruc- 
tion, ever maligned its people soyvrossly as Mahone 
did in bis address. To-day the Senator nas been 
denounced here in the severest terms. These de- 
nuneiations have been unsparing ou all sides. 

The following dispatch was received to-night 
from Gen. Jubal A. Early, of Confederate fame: 

“In reply to your inguiry asto my opinion of Ma- 
hone’s recent address, i can only say that the English 
japguage is not sufficientiy forcibie to prop- 
erly characterize the infamous nature of the produc- 
tion and the infiuite baseness of its falsehoods, 1 must 
say, however, that it is eminentiy worthy of Mahone 
and the minions who have assisted him in its com po- 
sition. A groat poet has intimated that in the lowest 
deep there is a lower deep still. That can no longer 
be said to be true. Manone has sounded the depths of 
infamy and reached a solid bottom, below which it is 
impossible for even him to penetrate>

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THE ASSEMBLY SPEAKERSHIP. 
THE CONTE8T NARROWING DOWN TO ROOSE- 
VELT AND SHEARD. 

ALBANY, Nov. 20.—Theodore Roosevelt and 
Titus Sheard, the two leading candidates for 
Speaker of the next Assembly, formed a chance 
acquaintance on the cars to-day, occupying the 
same seat in a passenger coach from Amsterdam 
to Albany. Mr. Sheard went to New-York this 
evening. He says ke will make no personal can- 
vass of the members throughout the State, but he 
has a host of personal and political friends work- 


ing forhim. His ambition, if eiected to the place, 
is to cement the party and put it in cood shape for 
next year’s contest by a shott, business-like ses- 
sion. He thinks the responsibility resting on the 
Republicans will be unusually great this winter. 

Mr. Roosevelt holds similar views of the work de- 
fore the Legislature. He feels encouraged in his 
canvass by the attitude of the Assemblymen he 
has met. Although other names have been men- 
tioned for the Speakership, it is evident that the 
contest will narrow down to Roosevelt and Sheard. 
Mr. W. T. O’Neil, of Franklin County, was also 
here to-day. He says that while he is ambi- 
tious to be Speaker. he has made no effort 
to secure the support of members. He believes 
that the element which controlled the minority last 
yoar should have the Speakership this Winter and 

€ will not allow any personal desires to endanger 
their success. It is probable that Mr., O’Neil will 
declare for Mr, Roosevelt shortly. Assembiyman 
Isaac L. Hunt, of Jefferson County, who an- 
nouneed to-day that he is not a candidate, is also 
expected to supportthe young New-Yorker. Gen. 
James W. Husted favors Mr. Sheard. 

This leaves only De Witt C. Littlejohn, Kidder 
M. Scott, and George Z. Erwin, of the long list of 
aspirants which appeared right after election. It 
is pretty certain that they have no idea of win- 
ning and are only in the race to secure good places 
on the committees. Mr. Sheard is backed by 
Senator Miller, ex-Gov. Cornell, Gen. Husted, and 
other well-known politicians, and Mr. Roosevelt 
by Assemblymen Howe, Van Allen, O’Neil, Hunt, 
and the young Republicans of New-York and 
Brooklyn.

BAC-NINH REINFORCED 


OUTRAGES COMMITTED IN 
QUIN BY BLACK FLAGS. 
ADMIRAL COURBET TO MASS HIS FORCES

Paris, Nov. 20.—Admiral Courbet, com- 
mander of the Freneh forces in Tonquin, tele- 
graphs that the last body of troops sent to him 
havearrived. IHedoes not ask for further rein- 
forcements. 

The committee of the Chamber of Deputies hav- 
ing charge of the Tonguin credits has received 
from Prime Minister Ferry copies of all tne diplo- 
matic papers that have passed between Chinaand 
France relating to the Tonquin question. 

Lonpor, Nov. 21.—The Daily News has the 
following despateh from Hong Kong, dated Nov. 
20:—The pirates are displaying great activity 
along the river bank. Junks and launches are 
frequently fired upon. Water communication 


with Hanotis threatened. The pirates are badly 
armed, but they are spreading terror among the 
villagers. Four villages bave been destroyed in 
the vicinity of Haiphong. The military authori- 
ties are helpless because the executive 
ower is in the hands of the _ civil- 
ans, who have no adequate force beyond 
incompetent native police, Scattered bands of 
Chinese, supposed to be Black Flags, have been 
observed in the vicinity of Haidzuong. The 
garrison there has been’ reinforced trom 
Haiphong. Admiral Courbet intends to 
mass his forces for a_ united attack 
on Bac-Ninh. Spies report that 4,000 reinforea- 
ments were lately sent by night overland from 
Sontay to Bac-Nink. The garrison at the latter 
place now numbers over 10,000 men. 

A dispatch to the standard from Paris says: “It 
is stated that M. Picard will retire from the Min- 
istry of Finance, and that the portfolio bas been 
offered to M. Leon Say, the well-known authority 
on financial and economical questions.”

POOLE SENTENCED TO DEATH. 
WARNING OF ANOTHER OUTRAGE GIVEN BY 
A FEXIAN, 


Dustin, Nov. 20.—At the trial to-day of 
Joseph Poole for the murder of John Kenny, 
William Lamie, brother-in-law of the pri:oner, re- 
peated his former evidence respecting the divi- 
sions in the ranks of the Fenian party. He also tes- 
tified that he believed at the time of the murder 
that Kenny had been an informer, but since then 
he has had reason to believe otherwise, and was 


now of the opinion that revenge for the seduction 
of a girl bad led to the murder. 

Francis Geoghan testified that he lived in the 
same room with Poole. On the night Kenny was 
murdered he heard the prisoner come into the 
room and whisper to a fellow-lodger that ‘“* Kenny 
would tell no more.”’ Mrs. Brady, proprietress of 
the lodging-house, deposed to hearing a noise in 
her house on the night of the murder. This fin- 
ished the case for the prosecution. 

Dr. Webb, counsel for Poole, then addressed the 
jury, arguing that there was no evidence before 
the Courtto bring home the guilt to the accusea 
mab. 

After receiving the instructions of the court the 
jury retired, and occupied about 40 minutes in de- 
liberation, returning with a verdict of guilty as 
cbhargea in the indictment. 

Before he was sentenced Poole spoke at length 
in earnest and at times excited tones. He 
emphatically denied that he murdered Kenny. 
He admitted that he was a member of 
the Feuian- Brotherhood, and said he 
would be ‘proud to go to the seaffold for 
being a memberof it. Its object was not to com- 
mit murder, but to free Ireland trom the 
tyranical rule of England. He believed he 
was persecuted berause he was an enemy of the 
Government under which he had the misfortune 
to live. Poole acknowledged to be in Kenny's 
company on the mght of the murder, but de- 
clared that he had no hand in striking him down. 
He had belonged to the brotherhood since he was 
18 years of age, but he had never belonged to 
the Vigilance Committee. His purpose was 
to wait until his countrymen were pre- 
pared to strike a blow for independence, when 
he would eo-operate with them. in 
eonclusion he said: “Iam not afraid to die. Fare- 
weil, all! Farewell, Ireland! Three cheers for 
the Irish repubiic! To hell with English tyranny !”’ 

The court pronounced sentence of death upon 
the prisoner. 

Lonbon, Nov. 20.—The Standard publishes a 
long letter from a correspondent. whose ood faith 
it states to be beyond question, who professes to be 
a member of an American-Irish secret society. The 
writer expresses his regret at haying joined the or- 
ganization, and says every oneis watching the 
other: that he is a paid officer, receiving $13 
weekly; that he must keep himseif acquainted with 
the whereabouts of 228men under him, to whom 
he is required to hand sealed orders; that every- 
thing in the society is done with the greatest 
secrecy, by ballot, and thant no one knows 
the other's business, although several may 
have similar tasks to perform. The writer be- 
lieves that some of the employes in the Post 
Office are members of the society, as it is known 
at head-quarters when a member receives a letter, 
from where and from whom. He says the “old 
man” has reorganized everything since the last 
great failure, and that some new movement /s con- 
templated, as 30 of his party have left for some, to 
him, unknown destination, all of whom received 
vefore leaving sums of English money. The writer 
concludes as follows: “It is ernel tyranny—once 
the oath is taken the member surrenders bis liberty 
and spies watch his every step.” 

Poole will be banged on Dee. 18. The Judge, in 
passing the sentence upon the prisoner, was deeply 
affected. He said that the evidence left the jury 
no alternative, and he quite concurred In their ver- 
dict of guilty. Poole’s father wept alaud. exclaim- 
ing, ‘*Oh! Joe, Joe.”” The prisoner replied, faiter- 
ingly: “Keep up, father; keep up. Don't give 
way. Iam ready to die.” 
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OPENING OF THE PRUSSIAN DIET. 
THE FINANCIAL SITUATION EXPLAINED IN 
THE SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 

Bern, Nov. 20.—The Pruesian Diet was 
opened at noon in the White Hall of the Royal 
Castle by Herrvon Puttkamer, Minister of the 
Interior. The speech from the throne set forth 
that the financial situation had improved, and that 


the working of the railways by the State has re- 
sulted in the accumulation of aconsiderabie surplus. 
The new budget does not make any claim upon 
the credit of the State, but a certain disproportion 
continues in regard to the resources of the Treas- 
ury as compared with the demands upon it, aris- 
ing from the pressure of communal charges ana 
the inadequacy of the salaries of public officials. 
The speech announces the introduction in the Diet 
of a bill taxing incomes derived from property and 
of measures for the further purchase of railways 
by the State. 

In view of the fact that the imperial budget 
fixes a much smaller matriculatory contribution 
and tnat a larger revenue is expected from Cus- 
toms duties aud the tobacco tax, il has been pos- 
sible to frame the budget for 1884-5 so as to effect 
an equilibrium between the receipts and expend!- 
tures. The speech concludes by summoning the 
Diet te address itself to its labors in the security ot 
an aseured peaceful state of affairs throughout the 
country. 

The budget estimates the reesipts and expendl- 


tures for the fiscal year of 1884-5 each at 1,112,800,000 |

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CURRENT FOREIGN NEWS. 

Lonpon, Nov. 20.—At the Central Criminal 
Court yesterday. the Central News applied to have 
certain alleged libels, which have appeared in the 
London Sportsman since the dismissal of the sum- 
mons for libel last week, added to the indictment.

A MISER’S DEATZ.

AN ECCENTRIC OLD MAN COMMITS SUICIDE 
BY HANGING. 

ALBANY, N, Y., Nov. 20.—John Hurley, an 
eccentric old miser, a resident of Fultonville, com- 
mitced suicide yesterday afternoon by hanging 
himself in a dilapidated house a short distance 
from the village. Hurley’s miserly habits had 
grown on him to such an extent that it was im- 
possible for his family, who are very respectabie 
people, to live with him. He purchased a new 
house a short time ago, and as the family would 
not live and sleep in one room, as he wanted them

A YOUNG WOMAN'S SUICIDE. 
BALTIMORE, Noy. 20.—Through grief and 
despair at the suicide of her mother, Miss Lizzie 
Burmiester, residing in the eastern seetion of this 
city. made an attempt to commit suicide this morn- 
ing by hanging herself to a grape arbor in the 


rear of her residence. Her mother a few weeks 
ago hanged herself to a bed-post.

AN AGED DRUMMER'S DEATH. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—A man named 
James Meighem, a drummer for a New-York cut- 
lery house, was found dead in bed at the Gleason 
House in this city this evening under circumstances 
which point to suicide. Meighem, who was about 


65 years old, had been in the city for a few days, and 
this morning went to his room at the hotel, having 
wsked not to be disturbed before 2o0’elock in the 
afternoon.

Meighem 
has been a yearly visitor to Washington for 15 
years, always stopping at the hotel in which he 
died. He was not a drinking man, and no one 
knows of any motive to induce him to commit sul- 
cide. 
THE CUBAN EMANCIPATION LAW. 

Havana, Nov. 15.—The Official Gazette has 
published a royal decree ordering that all doubts 
eoncerning the application of any part of the law 
of gradual abolition of slavery shal! always be re- 
solved in a sense of the widest latitude for the lib- 


erty of the slave or patrocinado, and that, there- 
fore, owners of patrocinados, when the latter have 
acquired their freedom, shall not compel them to 
pay indemnities for their children. The decree ar- 
cues that, although the law is not very explicit on 
this point, it clearly orders that under no condition 
shall the families of patrocinados be separated, 
and that if parents were obliged, when freed, to 
pay for the rescue of their children, other sections 
of the law providing for gradual abolition would 
be violated, and, furthermore, that it would be un- 
just to compel the freed men to pay for the liberty 
of their children, when the law of 1880 denies to 
the Government itself the prerogative of indemni- 
fying owners for the loss of their slaves,

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THE BROOKVILLE MORDER 


TRYING 70 IDhNTIFY THE TRAMP 
DOYLE. 

FOOT-PRINTS INTO WHICH THE ARRESTED 
MAN’S SHOR FITTED — MR. MAYBEE 
IDENTIFYING HIS VOICE—OTHER 8sU8- 
PECTED PERSONS. 


A hencoop rested over a deeply indented 
track in a little circle of sand in the barnyard op 
the Maybee farm at Brookville yesierday. The 
print was believed to have been .nade by 
the foot of the murderer of Mrs. Mayhee aud 
her daughter. People had tramped all over the 
yard Saturday night, but this print, diseovered Sun- 
day, seemed different from the others, It pointed 
toward the wooded hill back of the house. Other 
and s!mijar foot prints led to the hill, from which 
a good view of the Maybee house and the lit- 
tle pond back of it oould be obtained. 
If the tracks belonged to the murderer, it was a 
a question if he did not run from the barn after 
killing the women to the hill to see if the coast was 
clear before venturing to the house where old Mr. 
Maybee sat alone, 

The track in the sand spot was mado by the 
shoe of the right foot. Deputy Sheriff Gillespie, 
who arrested James Doyle, the tramp, is a shoe- 
maker. He said the track showed that the shoe 
was worn down on the outside, but the inside was 
in perfect shape. The shoes of Doyle, who had been 


brought from Roslyn, were taken away from him, 
The right shoe was worn down to the upper onthe 
outside, but not on the inside. The shoe was 
gently fitted intothe track by Coroner Baylis and 
it corresponded. It made the same print when 
pressed into the sand. It also fitted a track in tae 
harder soil beyond. 

Doyle was taken to the barn where the 
bodies of the women were found. He said 
to Col. Robert Townsend, who was acting 
for the District Attorney: “I swear before God 
that I never was here before.”” He was conducted 
to the parlor in the house where the bodies :lay 
He was first shown the face of Anne Eliza Maybee. 
The man showed no trepidation nor uneasiness in. 
approaching the body. 

“I’ve seon ber before,” he said quickly. 

The face of Mrs. Maybee, who gave him a dinner 
and 30 or 25 cents for chopping wood in August, 
was exposed. He said: 

7 pices like the old lady who put me to 
work.” 

‘He showed no familarity with the surroundings. 
Old Mr. Maybee sitting in his invalid chair in his 
cornei said he thought he could récognize the 
murderer if he heard the voice. He sat exactly as 
he did on the day of the murdet, Doyle was 
stationed in the dinning room and told to say 
“me ” drawing the word out. 

* Me-e-e,”’ said Doyle. 

a ‘hat’s the man,” cried old Mr. Maybee, excit- 
edly. 

Doyle, by command, said: 
wateh or 1’ll kill you.” 

“Tam not so positive about that,” said Mr. 
Maybee. 

“IT eould speak in another voice,” said Doyle. 

After Mr. Maybee’s partial identification of 
Doyle the people thought the right man had been 
caught. Doyle stood by a wagon, with a smile 
which showed a weak free. His voicerwas husky 
and he talked hke ahalf-witted boy. Detective 
James Ayers, of Glenwood, said Isaac H. Cocks, of 
Old Westbury, toid him Doyle got his supper at his 
house before 6 o’eloek Saturday night. Joseph 
Post said that Doyle reached his house -about 6:20 
o'clock. 

A man came to Doyle’s cell, at Roslyn, Monday 
night, and said he was alawyer sent by Justice 
Washington Lossee. He said he could get Dovie 
out of his trouble, but wanted a retaining fee, 
Doyle gave him $14. The man’s pame was said to 
be Duan Harrison, a dealer in hoop-poles. 
Deputy Sheriff Gillespie said that he understood 
Harrison's explanation was that he went to Doyle’s 
cell, pretended to be a lawyer and took the money, 
in order totry and get a confession out-of the pris- 
oner. 

Doyle was taken to Oyster Bay in the afternoon, 
and was arraigned in the front room of the village 
hotel. The room, sbout 25 by 40 feet inaimen-. 
sions, with a red hot stove in the center, was’ 
packed with people. Doyle pleaded not guilty, and 
just as he was asked if he had anyching further to 
say, the floor gave way in the centre, the stove 
was tipped over, and the crowd rolled toward it.: 
There was a rusb for the windows and doors. 
The floor settled only 2 feet, where it rested on 
some barrels. Col. Townsend and the Coroner 
moved to the Town HalJl, in the Nassau House,: 
aud Doyle was committed. 

The wan wearing the. oap and answering the: 
description of the supposéd muraerer, who board 
ed the milk train at Westbury at 8:40 o'clock) 
Saturday night and rode to Flatbush-avenue,’ 
brooklyn, was brought into the room at 4 o’clock. 
He said his name was John McCormack, his age 
27, and his place of birth Ireland. According to 
the route described by bim, he did not go to Brook-’ 
ville, Saturday,on his way from Oyster Bay to 
Westbury. He appeared to be simple-minded. 
The inquiry goes on to-day. 

While everythingat the moment seemed to point’ 
tothe tramp Doyle as the murderer, there were: 
few who late in tne day believed! that he really did 
the the deed. The opinion was freely expressea 
that he could not have reached Olid Westbury in 
the time that he did. Although Col. Town-, 
send and Coroner Baylis did not say’ 
so was generally taken that. even they doubted 
the guilt of Doyle, Nearly everybody believed it 
was the work of some one who knew all about the 
Maybees. There were many colored men inthe 
neighborhooa, and some were considered men 
of bhd character. Suspicion rested on them. 

Mary Hayes, of Mulberry-street, New-York, 
married William H. Lambertson, of Brookville, 
two months ago. She is 28 years old, a large, 
strong woman, with a man’s voice and 
an irish brogue. Lambertson is said to be 
somewhat dissolute. The woman was subpoenaed 
as a witness yesterday. She had a cut across her 
nose and under one eye, and her hands were 
scratched. She was wanted to explain the cut in 
her face. She said she ran againsta clothes line 
A boy corroborated her’ There was a story that 
Lambertsun sounded an alarm before old Mr. 
Maybee’s cries were heard. Nobody conld be 
found to corroborate that. John L. Bogart, for 
whom Lambertson has teen husking corn, said 
Lambertson saw a man auswering the descripfion, 
of the murderer pass west in the moroing and; 
east in the afternoon about 4 o'clock. 

Elbert Remsen, who lives one-fourth of a mile; 
east of the Maybee place at Oyster Bay, said that: 
a young man came to work the Maybee place on} 
shares one or two years ago last Spring. He began: 
raising chickens and was prospering when, sud, 
denly he was sent away. Annie said at~ 
Mr, Remsen’s that he was too fast for’ 
the tamiiy. He had no settlement and he was re-‘ 
ported to have sworn to get square with Mrs. May-: 
bee. He shot a boy once: Mr. Remsen had for-’ 
gotten hisname. The people of Brookville were 
leokinfiin their midst for clews last night. The 
reward for the murderer now amounts to $1,500. 

Michael Burns, a tramp, of Allentown, Penn., 
was arrested in Flushing yesterday on suspicion. 
He proved that he could not have been the crim- 
inal, and was sent to jall for vagraney. 

Edward Martin, of Yonkers, while out driving 
onthe Saw Mill River Road Sunday afternoon, 
met a man who, he says, answers the description 
of the Brookville murderer. 

Edward Brown is kept closely confined at Ja- 
maica. His foster-parents arrived from Babylon 
last evening, and the prisoner was taken into Dis- 
trict Attorney Fleming's office, where 
closely examined. He does not change his 
story im the main, and is positive in his identi- 
fication of Doyle, notwithstanding that the latter 
says they never met before. Brown says he used 
to work with Doyle. His parents claim that he has 
not done a bit of work for years. They say he was 
always weak-minded and fond of sensation. This 
story, they think, is one of his mad fancies. The 
District Attorney is said to have corroborative 
evidence of the truth of Brown's story, but he re- 
fuses to give any information.

TWO WIVES OF ONE MAN AND TWO HUS- 
BANDS OF ONE WOMAN. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20,—Last Summer J. B. 
Barnard and Miss Blanche Burr, employes of the 
Bureau of Engravine and Printing, took their an- 
nual ’Jeaves of absence, and left Wasbington. 
Barnard was a married man and the father of 
several children, and had residedin this city for 
many years, Before his 30 days’ leave had expired 
it was learned that he had gone away with Miss 
Burr, and that the two were living in St. Joseph, 
Mo., ostensibly as man and wife. They were there- 
upon discharged from the Government service, 
and the matter passed out of the public mind after 


the usual amount of gossip among the department 
— acquainted with the parties. Recently a 
etter was received here from St. Joseph, which 
conveyed the information that Barnard and Miss 
Burr asserted that they had been married in Phila-' 
delphia after leaving here, and that Barnard repu- 
diated the matrimonial claims of the woman with 
whom he had lived here for over 20 years, whom 
he had always acknowledged as his wife, and who 
was the mother of his enildren. 

Yesterday Miss Burr, or Mrs. Barnard, as she 
claims to be, arrived in this city on a visit to her 
mother. She showed a certificate of her marriage 
to Barnard, signed by the Rev. Dr. Clarke, a Metho- 
dist Minister, of Philadelphia, and witnessed by 
Mrs. and Miss Clarke, and also a letter from 
Barnard addressed: “To whom it may con- 
cern,”’ acknowledging her as his wife, and 
stating that, although he had been legally married 
to the woman whom he formerly claimed as his 
wife, tbat marriage was invalid,the woman hav- 
ing a husband living at the time he (Barnard) had 
married her.

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EX-GOV. WASHBURN’'S WILL. © 
ITS PROVISIONS FOR HIS INSANE WIDOW UB 
HELD) BY THE COURT. 

Mapisoy, Wis., Nov, 20.—The Supreme 
Court to-day handed downa decision sustaining 
the will of the late Gov. Washburn. By this de 
cision the widow 1s cut off, but the Executors are 
authorized to set aside a sum for hersupport during 
hife. Cadwalder C. Washburn, ex-Governor of 
Wisconsin, died May 14, 1882, leaving a will in which, 
among other things, it was provided that George 
K. Chase should be appointed guardian of his 
widow, Jeanette Washburn, an insane person. 


The will contained the following menticn of the 
widow: “I direct my Executors to bear constantly 
in mind the wants of my wife, and to set aside, 
use, and expend whatever moneys may be neces- 
sary, consistent with her condition; to brovide for 
her comfort and physical health, and I place no 
limit upon the sums which she mey spend for the 
purposes indieated.’’ The will was duly probated 
at La Crosse, the domicile of the testator, and also 
in Minnesota. The property disposed of by the 
will consisted of personal estate and pine Jands in 
Wisconsin, real estate in Minnesvta, and flonring 
mills at Minneapoiis, valued at neariy $1,000,000. 

By a statute of Minnesota the surviving widower 
or widow bolds in fee simple one-third of the lands 
ot the deceased wife or husband, free from any 
testamentary or other disposition thereof, te 
which the survivor shall not have assented in 
writing. The courts were asked to define the | 
widow’s rights under the will. In Minnesota it 
was decided that she should take her one-third of 
the Minnesota property, amounting to $267,000, as 
if her husband had died intestate. In carrying the | 
case to the Supreme Court of Wisconsin the ~ 
respondent guardian, represented by Osm- 
eron, Losey, and Bunn, sought to show, 
first, that the provision for the widow in 
the will is not a “devise or other pro- 
vision’ within the meaning of the statutes; sec- 
ond, that the statutes provide only for eases 
where an eleetion is possible, and as an insane 
widow cannot elect, she does not come under the 
statute; third, that her guardian can elect for her, 
and that his election to take a legal share is 
valid; fourth, that if the guardian has no 
power to elect the court will elect for her 
if an election is necessary; fifth, nothing ap- 
pears in tne will to show that the provision 
for her comfort and physical health is 
in lieu of a dewer, and one-third of the personal 
estate; sixth, that the widow took instanter, upon 
the death of the testator. an undivided third in fee 
simple of the real estate in Minnesota, and she can: 
not be deprived of it by the courts of either Wis 
consin or Minnesota; seventh, the widow having 
taken possession of property in Minnesota against 
the will, the ceurts of Minneseta are powerless te . 
raise against her acase of election. These, in brief, 
were the points involved in the case.

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A NAVY WITHOUT SHIPS 


4HE HELPLESSNESS OF AMERICA 
IN CASE OF WAR. 

ADMIRAL PORTER ON THE INEFFICIENCY OF 

WIS WAR VESSELS AND WHAT IE WOULD 


LIKE TO HAVE. 

WasurverTon, Nov. 20.—The annual report 
ef David D. Porter, Admiral of the navy, to Secre- 
tery Chandler is an exhaustive document of 110 
pages of legal cap. Admiral Porter devotes a 
shapter of his report to new steel armored vessels 
designed for the navy by the Advisory Board. lie 
says he is anxious that tho board sbould succeed 
in this the first attempt to rebuild ** our decaying 
navy,” and that he does not write in a fault-finding 
spirit, but takes a practical view of the case, iu 
which he Is justified by bis long experience. Ho 
then continues: ‘“‘The proposed vessels are in- 
tended as cruisers in time of war and in time of 
peace. A few years ago the powers of Europe, 
including even the Ottoman Government, 
consulted together with a view of abolish- 
ing privateering and of establishing what 
shonid be considered contraband of war. 

‘Among other things it was decided that all 
kinds of coal should be so considered. In ease of 
our having a war with any foreign power, all the 
toaling stations of the world be closed against 
us, hence the necessity that we should build ves- 
gels having full sail and steam power, so that they 
yrould make good speed eruising under sail with 
fres banked, ready at a moment's notice to gel up 
steam. Take the Chicago for example. It is 
said sbe will have only fourteen thou- 
sand square feet of eanyas in her 


neipal sails. Any seaman knows that 80 small 
eeteuns of canvas can only be consicered vux- 
iliary” and would only propel the vessei through 
the water ina very fresh breeze. W ith the very 
peculiar rig of the Chieago, with bowsprit and jiba 
projecting beyond the bow, no vessel would work 
under sail in smooth water, mueh less ina beavy 
sea. It may be argued that the proposed ships 
will not be required to maprauyre, gnc that they 
will always work in important cases under steam, 
but in war it is necessary to guard ageinst every 
contingency and even in time of pease every effort 
should be made to economize coal, the careless ex- 

nditure of which eats up the public treasure.

few years puy anew vessel. There is no re 
nae cruising ship of war should not be of full 
power in sails and masts. 

Iam notan advocate for extremes, but am cer- 
tain that no ship will be a first-class cruiser unless 
she has sail enough to send her 13 knots through 
the water off the wind and 10 knots by the wind. 
A ship of war for cruising should not only be fitted 
with a full area of square sails, but she should 
have all the usual jibs and trysails, and nave light 
stays between all the masts where the latter eould 
be set. It can easily be seen what an advantace 
a veseel rigged in this way would 
have over one with “auxiliary sail power.’ 
She could keep the sea as long as her provisions 
lasted. It may be said that the comparatively 
narrow beam of modern ships is opposed to their 
carrying sail according to the ordinary rule, but 
the great length of these vessels, with the enor- 
mous weights of boilers and machinery carried 
low down, gives them a stability not possessed by 
old-fashionea sailing ships of war. and they could 
carry topgallant sails when the latter would have 
to take a reef in the topsails. : 

I think no practical man will doubt the propriety 
of having our vessels of war equipped with sail 
power with comparatively light masts and yards, 
and with the greatest possible number of light fore 
and aft sails that can be put upon them in ordinary 
weather to expedite passage. Without full sail 
power, aship of war would make but slow prog- 
ress if she should run ont of coal in a foreign coun- 
try where the ports were closed against her. The 
Trenton is3 good specimen of a full power sail and 
steam ship, though rather oversparred, end is su- 

rior in pesce and war to any baif-sparred cruis- 
ng ship we can build. She could cruise, if neces- 
sary, for six months without using coal and would 
prove a most formidable commerce destroyer 
to any nation with whom we might be 
at war, barring ber want of great specd, 
But, after all, the Trenton is not a good 
fighting ship, fora vessel of her size, and would 
be in war but a commerce destroyer. Tho Magi- 
sienes, an old-fashioned French steam frigate, wes 

nt at the Yorktown celebration. She carried 
Lt heavy six-inch rifled guns on her gun deck 
and four on her spardeck, the latter to bo used 
either as chase or broadside guns. This vess 
ought to destroy the Trenton in about 15 minutes, 
the latter being armed with eight-inch “ converted’ 
guns, of which no one gives aéatisfactory account. 

A vessel of even 2,500 tons displacement and with 
greater speed than the Trenten would not equal 
the latter as a commerce destroyer—that is, if she 
was a bybrid sail and steam vessel. A large por- 
tion of the ocean commerce is now carried on by 
swift steam-ships—many of whieh average their 
15 knots across the Atlantic, and in time of 
war the greater part of an enemy’s commerce 
would be carried in such vessels. Now and then 
a comparatively slow steamer might fall a prey to 
our eruisers, but this would not often happen. 

It may seem to be absurd to apprehend a war 
between England and the Unitea States, since 
their interests are so mixed upin commercial en- 
terprises, but should such a calamity occur most 
of the fast steam-ships of Great Britain syould be 
withdrawn from commerce and armed with 
heavy batteries. In such a case how long would 
it take for a steam-ship likethe Oregonor the 

to overhaul and capture small * commerce 
destroyers.” The ocean would swarm with these 
converted merchant steamers, and they would ef- 
fectuaily control it. Therefore, while we are re- 
building our navy it seems to me—and I know 
ne Ronestt ul persons of the same opinion—that 
we should build aclass of swift vessels like the 
Oregon and the Alaska, and, if possible, more 
endurmg. Nomatter how fasta steamer may be, 
opless her guns are powerful, she will bave but 
little prestige. In time of war, especially a war in 
which Great Britain, France or Germany is 
involved, their merchant steamers will go 
heavily armed, and be able to beat off any 
small cruisers with few guns. In adopting 
& policy for building up a navy in the future, great 
care should be taken that we do not fall beck 
upon the construction of asmall class of vessels 
as seems to have been the policy since 1865. There 
isno use of building vestels like the Kearsarge, 
sither to defend the coast or as cruisers, for the 
sannot accomplish any weighty result. As it is uni- 
versally admitted, and the action of the Inspection 
Board proves this, that we have no navy, either for 
offense or defense, I don’t see any reason why Con- 
tress should not appropriate liberally for an im- 
nediate increase of the navy, asit didin the time 
of the late civil war. 

We are now in fact inas bad a condition as we 
were at the breaking out of that conflict. though 
shen we could conform to the law of nations, by 
buying up every old ferry-boat and rattle-trap that 
could mount a gun and using them to blockade 
she Southern ports. If Spain, the least 
formidable of maritime nations. went to 
war with us to-morrow she would sweep 
our gradually increasing commeree from 
the ocean by setting afloat the large swift 
jteamers she could buyin Europe ard we could 
not prevent it. Our vaunted “‘home squadron” 
snd the ‘six tugs which one of our statesmen de- 
tlared a great auxiliary to our naval force would 
retire under Sandy Hook or the friendly guns of 
Fortress Monroe and be obliged to look on while 
we were being despoiled, unless they chose to add 
to the laurels of the despoiler by offering them- 
selves up as a sacrifice to satisfy public sentiment. 
Don’t let us stand in the eyesof the world as a 
nation of shop-keepers withoct sufficient patriot- 
ism to be willing to spend a fair portion of our 
enormous revenue to protect our vast domain 
which has resources superior to any other country. 

What a pitiable exhibit for a country like this is 
the report of the Chief of Engineersof the Army, 
who states that there is not one of our ports that 

has’ any defense against even an enemy of very 
inferior character. 1 knew this to be the caso 
from my own observation, for there is not a harbor 
in the country where an ordimary iron-clad cannot 
pass the batteries,choosing their own time forso do- 
ing. So it appears that our army defenses are in the 
Same category as those in ourown navy. It is, 
therefore, indispensable that both should forth- 
with take a new departure to insure that effectual 
protection to our countrymen which they have a 
right to demand. I do not hesitate to assert that 
had we kept up our navy to the standard of our 
once raidiy increasing mercantile marine, we 


sels upon the ocean as Great Britain. 

When I speak of our unprotected coast, I refer 
to our lake coast as well. In case of war between 
Great Britain and the United States it would be 
comparatively gasy for the former to get posses- 
sion of all the lakes, and with her powerful navy 
lay our cities under contribution or destroy them. 
For this reason we should pay proper attention to 
our defenses on the shores of the great lakes. The 
dangers threatened here appeal directly to our 
representatives from the West. There is no rea- 
son why we é¢hould not commence to build 
on the lake shore ons or two of the 
heaviest iron-clads (with poweriul guns) of good 
speed and impervious to the heaviest shot. There 
ls every facility for constructing such vessels on 
Lake Erie, and one such shipstationed near Buffalo 
sould, incase of threatened hostilities, drop down 
to the mouth of the Welland Canal, and, with shot 
and shell, demolish the entrance, docks, &c., ren- 
dering the work useless for naval or military pur- 
boses. Even should a vessel succeed in passing 
the canal, she would be immediately destroyed. 1

THE FILLMORA WILL 
- - — 

GRAY TESTIFIVS TO THE 
MRS, FILLMORE. 
Burrao, N. ¥., Nov, 20,—In the contest 
of Mrs. Filimore’s will to-day, Dr. Landon 
©. Gray, of New-York, was called to 
the witness stand as an expert sevured by 
the contestant. Dr. Gray said. assuming the facts 
testified to and net contradicted in the 
case to be true, hey iodicate ‘that Mrs. 
Fillmore wus insane That form of in- 
sanity, he said, ¢alled chronic manie. 
It is characterized by hallucination, delusions, and 
ilusions, and is not curabic; jucid intervals cannot 
exist in the disease, although there are forme of 


insanity where a patient can be temporarily ont 
of his head and afterward be as sane us 
ever again and then pass back into his former 
state. Yetaperson so aliicted can write letters 
and perform other seemingly rational acis 
Mrs. F.limore’s insanity had showed itset! in 
these three ways. It is frequent ang often one 
of the eariy symptoms in those snffering from 
chronic mania to manifest their insanity hy 
suspicions. They would also he apt to 
show passion. and with the passion might 
come sereams. The feat of some 
unforseen calamity is more an evidence of 2 mor- 
bid condition than insanity, but persons with 
chroni¢ mania are ina morbia condition. Prota- 
bly they would show their lack of savity by strone 
and incoherent expressions. 

In answer to the questiog whether of not it 
was possible for the class under consideration, at 
times 60 to contro! themselves agto deceive those 
around them asto their true condition, Dr. Gray 
answered that that would depeod «n who were 
around them; if they were onjy casual opservers 
it was possible for them not to _ natice 
anything wrong. Wituess was croas-examiped at 
considerable Jength, und testified that victims 
of chronic mania cannot generally conceal their 
disease from those who surround them intl- 
mately. An ordinary physician might not 
notice it, and to her pastor, who visited 
her often, she might seemingly have heen 
sane. So also she might have appeared to her 
lawyer. The Doctor wus asked to mention some 
of Mrs. Fillmore’s strong apd iycoberent 
xpressions which he had mentioned as 
eing indicative of unsound mind. He 
Dicked ont some of ihe notes and ietiers written 
by Mrs. Fillmore, which had been niaced in cyi- 
denee, and pointed ont different sentences which 
to him seemed incoherent. One of the letters is as 
follows:

A PORTRAIT Of JUDGE NELSON. 
alechiaeunin 
THE ADDITION TO THE GALLERY OF THE 
COURT OF APPEALS. 

ALBANY, Nov. 20.—In the Court of Appeals 
to-day the Hon. William Henry Arnoux, on behalf 
of certain members of the Bar of New-York City, 
presented the court with an ojl portrait of the late 
Judge Samuel Nelson of the Supreme Court. 
Judge Ruger accepted the portraitoy behalf of the 
eourt. In presenting it Mr. Arnoux said, ‘I 
desire to make a motion that i am sure it will 
afford the court pleasure to grant, for it involves 
neither the writing of an opinion nor the examining 
of authorities, nor the possibilities of aoing an in- 
justice. On behalf of Charles O’Conor, David 
Dudley Field, Wm, M. Evarts, Wm. A. Beach, and 


other gentlemen of like distinetion in the profes- 
sion in the City of New York, life-long friends of 
that eminent jurist, Samuel XNeison, I have the 
honor to move the acceptance by this court of a 
portreit of Mr. Justice Neison."’ The arog paid 
a glowing tribute to the judicial and private char- 
acter of Judge Neison, and Judge Ruger then ac- 
cepted the portrait on bebalf of the court. He said: 

“It is with muecn pieasure that the court accept 
this contribution by the Bar to the collection of 

ortraits, which they aiready possess. While there 
s already in that collection many portraits of the 
distinguished men who in former times attained 
eminence at the bar as wellas upon the bench in | 
this State, itis farfrom being as:fa!l as is desira- 
ble. The names of many great and illustrious 
Judges and lawyers who have aéorned the profes- 
sion of the lawin our past history, and who are 
wellentitied to be placed in our gallery of por- 
traits will occur to the mind of every lawyer, We 
have been much indebted to the liberality of 
the bar for those which we now have, and 
the number of those which are still ab- 
sent, but whose presence is indispensable 
to complete the connection between the various 
periods of our judicial history, is so smzil that we 
may reazouably hope that in some way they may 
still be furnished us. The history of jurisprudence 
in this State can have no better aid or illustration 
than in the reproduction beforg its students Of the 
features and physical characteristics of those who 
have contributed to the events which form that bis- 
tory. In the long line of iearned and able men who 
have occupied the bench in our plate during its in- 
dependent existenee there are but few who have 
ocenpied amore enviable or prominept position 
than the subject of your donation. The period 
during which he sat upon the bench of the Supreme 
Court of this State forms the conneoting link be- 
tween the living and the past generation. ‘There 
are many living engaged in the active duties of 
life who appeared before the court of which Sam- 
uel Nelson was Chief Judge, while there are few 
indeed who had personal acquainiunce with the 
court which preceded hig time. 

** For full 50 vears, Judge Nelson occupied a con- 
tinuous high judicial position under the State and 
Federal Governments, and retired from it only 
when increasing infirmities warned him of his ap- 
roaching end and the need of preparations for 
another stage of existence. But few persous in 
our State have ever attained so large a share of 
the support and esteem of his fellow-citizens and re- 
tained it with undiminished forcefor u !onger period 
of time than did the subject of tnis portrait. An 
unblemished character, u calm and juaicial tem- 
perament, combined with a high sense of honor 
and quick intelligence, were the leading qualities 
by which his high plaee in public was secured. It 
is fitting and proper that this court, whose duty 
it ie to maintain the judicial labors which occupied 
so large a part of the life of Judge Nelson, should 
embrace this opportunity to pay pointed respect 
to his character and reputation.’

NOT WALCWS MURDERER 


| PORTER FOUND NOT GUILTY BY 
THE JURY. 

JURY OUT ONLY ABOUT NINE HOURS 
PORTER DISCHARGED AND PROMIS- 
ING TO LEAD AN HONEST LIFR. 

The trial of ‘‘ Billy” Porter, for the murder 
of John Walch, on Oct. 16, in Drayer's saloon, in 
} Sixth-avenue, was concluded yesterday in the 

Court of Oyer and Terminer before Chief Justice 

Davis. The crowd of spectators in the court-room 

was greater than on any of the preceding daye. and 

there were very few honest faces among them. 

Mrs. Walch, the mother of the murdered burglar, 
; and her daughters were present, as they had been 

through the previous sessions. Capt. Williams 

and Deteetive Hickey paid close attention to 

to the testimony. Porter seemed as cheerful and 
| 8 much at ease as ever, and he occasionally 
turned and gazed into the faces of the crowd who 
were staring at him without the lest particle of 
embarrassment. [f he recognized any familiar 
faces he did not betray the fact. Tne jurymen 
seemed fresh and interested, abd they paid the 
closest attention to the details of the evidence. 

The counsel's table presented the appearance of a 
siwall arsenal, being covered with cartridges, vis- 
tols, and ammunition, and weapons were so plenty 
that the counsel on both xides and the court em- 
phasized their remarks to the jury, and gesticu- 
lated with revolvers. 

The prisoner's counse! called Inspector Byrnes, 
who testified that on the night of Oct. 28, the third 
night after the Grand Jury had brought the indict- 
ment against him, Porter came to his house and 
toid him he had read of his indictment, and wished 
to give himzelf up fortria!, The Inspector asked 
why. he had not come before, and Porter said that 
he had only read of the case that morning, and did 
not dare togo through the City during the day- 
time. 

Detective Hiekey was recalled, and Mr. Howe 


asked: 

Q.—When you arrested Porter,did he kave gloves 
on’ A.—He garried ¢ cane in his left band, but ] 
didn’t notice about the gleves then, 

&. Did ne have gloves on when you reached the 
police station? A.-—He did, 

Q.—What kind of @ stick did he carry? A.—A 
silver-beaded switch. 

Q.—Were these the gloves? (showing a pair Porter 
produced tom his pocket.| A.—They were apgir 
ike that. 

The articles in question were a thick rair of dog- 
skin walking-gloyes. ‘he defense rested at this 
point, and Mr. O'Byrne next recalled James Irying, 
me ae of one of the murdered burglars, and 
asked: 

Q.—Were you ever indicted for obtaining goods 
under false pretenses in this court apd hailed by 
0. P. Leask? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—What? Are you not the Jemes Irving who 
was indicted here in January, 178, and balled hy 
your unele, Mr, Lezrek? A.—Yes, But you didn’t 
guy that peeger- You said O. P. Leask. His name 
is A. S, Leask. 

(..—Were you ever indicted here for forgers? 
A.—No, Sir. 

Q—% ou tostified yesterday (hat you saw your 
brother the night before the shooting. Didn't you 
tell Capt. Williams, since the shooting, that you 
djdn’t know where your brother lived. apa hadn't 
seen him for several weeks previous to the shoot- 
ing? A.—AIl I suid to Capt. Williams was thia: He 
said of my brother on the morning after the shoot- 
ing: ** You're well rid of him,” and I said: *' Cap- 
taiu, with all his faults, he was my brother.” 

Mr. Howe—Were you bonorably discharged an 
the charce of false pretenses in 1878? A,—Yes, Sir. 

Mr. O’Byrne then called Capt. Williams to 
the stand and asked; ; 

Q.—Di ou make ingniry for a_ pistol in 
Draper's saloon an the morning of the murder? 
4.—I asked for the pistol used by Irving after I 
had received the one fonnd in Walch’s hands. 

Q.—Did Vosburg say to you that the other pisto] 
had been thrown away, and then goto a barrel 
and get it from behind it? A.—He did. 

Q—What did Yosburg say te you? A.— 
handed me tke reyglver and said, “Here itis.” 

Q.—Did he say it was Irving's revolver? A.—I 
had asked him for Irving's revolver. 

«.—Did he say it was thrown there? A.—He said 
4 had been picked up by somebody and thrown 
there. 

Q.—You saw Irving, the last witness, on the 
stand. Did he say to you since His brother's mur- 
der that he had not seen him before for several 
weeks, and did not know where he lived? A. 
Yes, Sir; he did, 

Enoch 8, Jordan, a stenographer in the District 
Attorney's office, who took the statement Vosburg 
made to the District Attorney, was called to rebut 
Vosburg’s testimony of the day before, that he 
(Vosburg) had not stated to anybody since the 
shooting that he hag seen Porter and Walch almost 
every day since last Spring. The witness read from 
his notes: “Deponent had known Porter and 
Waleh for five orsix years and had seen them 
nearly every day since last Spring.” 

Mr. Howe—Who dictated that language? A.—It | 
was dictated partly by Vosburg and partly by Dir. 
Allen. Mr, Allen asked him questions and I took 
down his replies, 

Q.—Did you hear any threats made? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—Weve you there when Mr. Allen told Vosburg 
that he thought he did the shooting’ A.—No; Mr. 
Allen didn’t say sa. 

Q,.—Was that testimony read over to Vosburg? 
A.—-No, Sir. 

Capt, Selden Alien Day, the small-arms expert, 
was then reealled hy Mr, O’Byrne, and asked : 

Q.—After a revolver has been fired, would traces 
of the firing remain on the muzzle and be per- 
ceptible an hour afterward? A.—They would be 
apt to remain and increase unless rubbed off. 

Q.—Would putting the revolver in the pocket rub 
off these traces? A.—Ilt would be apt to. The re- 
volver would have to be handled earefully in order 
not to. 

Policeman MeCool testified that he searched 
Irving’s body in the station-house, after removing 
it fromthe saloon, and nothing bad been taken 
from it; and the case was closed on both sides. 

Mr. Howe finiahed summing up for the defense 
before the recess. He dwelt perigalorty upon the 
fact of James Irving's testimony that his brother 
had in his possession arevolyer similar to that 
used by Porteron the night of the murder, and 
upon the briefness of the time etter the fring that 
Porter was seen on the sidewalk. Afterrecess Mr. 
O’ Byrne summez up for the prosecution. 


Judge Davis, with Porter's revolver in his hand, 
which he occasionglly pointed at the foreman of 
the jury to emphasize his remarks, cherged the 
jury. He said it was the most interesting case of 
cireumstantial evidence he had ever been called to | 
pass upon in all his experience on the bencb. ** My 
duty,’ said the Chief-Justice, ‘is to call your | 
attention to the evidence Im the case as care- 
fully as is in my power. In the first place, we 
start with this unquestionable proposition. On the 
morning of Oct. 16, in this hotel, (as ! sappose I 
must call it, since the Excise Commissioners had 
licensed it as such.) two human beings were killed. 
It is in dispute whether they took each other's 
lives or whether the prisoner at the bar 
aided in the destruction of one of these 
lives. If you come to the conclusion § that 
the persons who were killed were their 
own mutual murderers, then your duty is to dis- 
oharge the prisoneratthe bar. If you find that 
the prisoner interfered and struck the fatal blow 
then find him guilty. Walch, who was slain, stood 
furthest from the main or front door. Irving 
suddenly makes his appearanee, which is 
simultaneously accompanied by his firing a 
pistol. I cail your attention to the fact 
that his intention was deliberate, If you find } 
that James Irving speaks the trath when he | 
says that, on the night preveding the murder, his | 
brother told him he was goiug to look up Waleh | 
and kill him, then it bas this bearing upon the case. |

THE 


Irving afterward went tothat saloon. Did he go | 
expecting to find Waich, or did he only find him | 
there by accident? If Irving went to find Waleb, | 
and Porter went with him to back him up, then 
you mast find that Porter and Irving were acting 
as cuilty of murder in the first degree. If you 
should come to the conclusion that they went 
there for some other purpose, and, finding 
Waleh there, did tbe killing on the spur of the mo- 
ment, then there would be sufficient evidence of 
murder in the seoond degree as againstIrving. As 
against Porter, ifhe knew that Waich and Irving 
were at enmity, and he killed Walch with the in- 
tention of heiping his friend, then his guilt is of 
the second degree. The degree of the murder will 
depend on your conclusion whether Irving and | 
Porter went there forthe purposeof killing Waich, | 
or whether they fel) upon him by aceident and de 
stroyed him. But the prisoner is entitled to the | 
benefit of any reasonable doubt in the case. 

** One very grave question ts, what pistois were 
used’ There were two pistols found, and there is | 
no conflict about which was used;by Walch. It | 
isput forward by the defense that Irving was in 
the habit of carrying a revolver like Porter’s ia all 
respects except thatit had a white handle. The 
pistol picked up is very different, and only one of 
its cartridges had been exploded. If the pistol 
picked up was Irving's pistol, then it is a matter of 
indifference what he did with the white-handled 
pistol if ne had it. If you find that the | 
pistol picked up belonged to Irving, then you have | 
three things decided: First, that it was the pistol 
in Irving’s hand when he entered; second, that | 
only one ball was fired from the pistol; and third, | 
that Irving only fired onee. Only one witness | 
swears that Irving fired twice.” The Judge went | 
very thoroughly into each detail of the particular 
phases of the case—the question whether Day 
pushed Porter before him intothe street, and the | 
testimony of the bullets—and the ease was given to | 

; the jury at 4:45 o'clock. 

| While they were deliberating upon their verdict, 
Porter tuok a walk with Deputy Sheriff Tuomey, 
and the crowd of roughs who were interested in | 
the case followed him with admiring respect. The

You hare the privilece of having no 
history. Your traditions are {a Europe. When 
you left the oid country you wanted to continue 
the traditions of that republic which was rejected 
by England. Your President was Oliver Crom- 
well, but Cromwell was a man of war and you are 
a people of peace. George Washington is more 
glorious. In him the republic is personified.”

‘How different are our conditions in France.

This would 
not be the case were Manhattan Island to 
drop out of America.” He said he was 
obliged to conféss that France was Qisorgan- 
ized by the fever that devoured her constitution. 
She had overthrown her Governments, whether 
monarchies or republics. Since 1789 she had had 
four Kines,of whom only ene died in his palace. 
the other three meoting their end on the scaffold 
or in exile. France had had two republies, both of 
which were strangled in a coup d'état. The ques- 
tion was now whether the French domocraey 
would retura to a Latin Czsarian spirit or purify 
itself. Would it become a Government of the peo- 
nle, aliberaland pacifico republic? He hoped and 
desired that such would be the case. “ Blame us,” 
he added, ‘“‘Iconsent. But pity us atili more, Be 
just and consider the circumstances of. our democ- 
racy. Respect us for the work we are trying to do, 
which {s more difficult than that you have accom- 
plished. Wecannot haye good politics and good 
people unless we have heroes and martyrs ready to 
shed their blaod for us.” 

Pére Hyacinthe fixed the two great practical 
problems of the democracy frstiy in the creation 
of a good government by univergal suffrage, ana 
secondly in the reconciliation of liberty with 
authority. He said that there was one element 
tadastely repulsive in @ goyernment and that was 
the flatterers of the people, Men interested in fol-. 
lowing up their own sordid successes flattered the 
mnultitude, only to turn round upon them later on. 
Pére Hyacinthe stated that he had not seven reli- 
gions. He had but one, in which he included any 
beautiful truth belonging to Christian or anti- 
Christtan faiths. He alluded to California, Oceanica. 
and Australia, which, he believed, were the nuclei 
of the eiyllization of the future.

WARRING CAPITALISTS WANT PARMONY,

LONG 4ND STORMY PASSAGES. 

THE AMBRIQUE DETAINED BY AN ACCIDENT 
—OVERDUE STEAMERS ARRIVING. 


The overdue steam-ship Amerique, of the 
French Line, which arrived off Sandy Hook late 
| Monday night, came up to the City yesterday 
| Morning. Capt. Santelli reported that strong west- 
erly gales and high seas were encountered during 
the entire voyage. The vessel labored heavily and 
shipped large. quantities of water. Spray was 
dashed over her smoke-stacks until they became 
coated with salt. On Noy. 11, when the Amerique 
was seven days ont, her engines began to’ work 
badly. She was frequently obliged to stop, 
pitching about heavily in the trough of 
the sea while the machinery was being put to 


rights. On Nov. 16, when the ship was stiil several 
hundred miles from Sand; Hook, the piston rod of 
the jow-pressure cylinder broke. This smashed in 
that cylinder and rendered it useles. The pas- 
sengers Were somewhat alarmed when the shock 
of the accident was felt and the escaping steam 
Was observed, tut they were soon quieted by the 
officers. The hip lay to, with boavy waves sweep- 
ing over her, while the engineers disconnected the 
high-pressure eogine. After this work had heen 
compieted, the Amerique was started up with her 
high-pressure evgine, but her progress was quite 
slow. On Monday morning the Hamburg steam- 
ship Silesia came up and offered assistance, but 
Capt. Santelli replied that the Ameriaue could 
reach port without any help. Among the cabin 
Dassengers of the Amerique was Capt. de ja Chére, 
Military Attaché of the French Legation at Wash- 
ington. The Amerique brought 1,416,641f, in 
specie. 

The overdue inman steam-ship City o. Berlin 
arrived safely yesterday. She bore evidences ef 
having passed through very rough weather, but 
did not appear to haye been injured in any way. 
She sailed from Liverpool on Nov. 8 From the 
outset of the voyage the weather was rough. 
Violent squalis struck the ship and heavy seas 
tossed her roughly about. 

The Greece, of the National Line, which arrived 
yesterday from London, was 17 days in making the 
Passage, which was a very stormy one. ‘Several 
European steamships are still overdue, but no 
anxiety is felt for them.

The schooner, whien received her clearance papers 
last Saturday, left her pier about 3 o'elock on Mon- 
day afternoon, and would have been well on her 
way by this time had it not been fora heavy fog. 
The revenuecutter Washington, acting under in- 
structions frem the Collector, found the Azelda and 
Laura well up the Bay yesterday and brought her 
back to Quarantine. Lieut. Philips, of the Wash- 
ington, boarded the schooner and took her papers, 
which be subsequently delivered to Collector Rob- 
ertson. The schooner was left at Quarantine, 
guarded by the United States cutter General Grant. 
‘lk. B, Brown, of No. 65 Wall-street, one of the ship- 
pers interested in the Azelda and Laura, visited 
the Custom-House during the afternoon and in- 
sisted that Consu! Bassett was wrong in his sus- 
picions, *‘ There are no contraband goods on the 
vessel,” said Mr, Brown, “end I am willing to 
make affidavit to that fact. The small quantity of 
powder on board js being shipped solely for mer- 
cantile purposes.

ACT:ON BY THE NHW-YORK PRESHYTERY. 
The Presbytery of New-York met yesterday 
atthe Scoteh Presbyterian Church, in Fourteenth- 
| street, for the purpose of considering the report of 
the Committee on Church Extension concerning 
the general work of the committee on Manhattan 
Island. Inthe absence of Dr. Worrall the Rev.

The Rev. Dr. John Hall read the report of the 
Church Extension Committee, the chief features of 
which were a recommendation in favor of continu- 
ing the existence of the Church of Sea and Land in 
Henry-street, and of developing its possibilities of 
seif-support; a statement of the policy of the com- 
mittee, which was to avoid interfering with the 
spirttual affairs, which belonged to the Presbytery, 
and to devote itself to managing the business 
affairs of the enurches and to church sustentation; 
and, finally, a resolution passed by the committee 
to ask the Presbytery for power to usethe moneys 
confided to it to carry out this policy. 
The first point, with regard to the Church of Sea 
and Land, was vigorously discussed. The com- 
mittee referred to tha Presbytery the question as 
to whether the Presbytery should contribute to the 
support of the Church of Sea and Land or not, and 
the Presbytery decided to relieve the committee 
offvesponsibility in the matter and to referitto a 
special committee, The resolution of the Commit- 
tee on Church Extension, asking power to use the 
money intrusted to it, was passed by the Presby- 
tery. Resolutions prepared by the Rev. Dr. Park- 
1urst were passed empowering the committee to 
fill vacancies in its body, to organize u sub-com- 
mittee of finance, composed of laymen, and di- 
recting the committee to report every three 
months.

GEN. HAZEN IRRITATED. 


DESIRING THE OTHER SIDE OF TRE 
STORY 70 BE TOLD. 

AFTER QUESTIONING COMMANDER WILDES, 

wR MAKES A STATEMENT IN DEFENSE 


OF HIS ACTION, ;

Witness had ved private 
mformation from a member of the crew that led 
nim to keep an armed watch over the Garlington 
doats, the crew having formed a plot of seizing 
them as being better than the Proteus’s boats and 

making their way to the west coast. 

The witness being relieved, Gen. Hazen asked 
leave to make a statement. Permission being 
given, Gen. Hazen said the Proteus and the Cap- 
tain were hired after very deliberate and careful 
eonsideration. Capt. Pike brought to the owners 
of the ship from Lieut. Greely, in 1881, a letter 
highly indorsing him. The owners of the Proteus 
svere a firm of very long standing—over a hundred 
years—and of the highest respoetapility, who con- 
sidered their probity in basinees as high as it was 
possible for any firmto do. They made the con- 
tract to furnish the ship thoroughly equipped, 

and provisioned in the best possible 
way. They now claim that they did so. If they 
did not, they were very much at fault. It wasin 
evidence that they didn’t doit. He would, there- 
fore, ask that Capt. Pike, Mr. Symes, the agent of 
the owners of the Proteus, and United States Con- 
sul Malloy, of St. John, through whom the con- 
tract was made, be called as witnesses, 
Without wishing to cast any reflection upon 
the gentlemen who tad testifiea, it would 
seem that the other side should be 
heard. These gentlemen bad expressed a desire 
to be heard. It had also been said that the origi- 
nators of the expedition did not give the subject 
proper stady—did not properly plan it, and that 
the means were inadequate. He would like to have 
Capt. Clapp, of the Sixteenth Infantry, who knew 
more of that than anyboay else except himself, 
brought before the court to testify to the character 
of the study. He would furthermore, like to have 
Gen. John B. Hawkins, who bought the stores, 
eslied to testify with regard to their quality. 

In reply to inquiry Gen. Hazen said he had seen @ 
portion of the crew and they created a favorable 
impression on hismind. With regard to Capt. 
Pisze, he was reputed in all that eountry to be the 
best Captain for that service. As to the ships, both 
the Proteus and the Neptune were reputed in that 
section as among the best, and in many respects 
the very best; for the'service. That fleet was made 
expressly for ice service. It was the development 
of more than two hundred years’ experience in seal- 
ing work. It was composed of more than 
a thousand ships. The best steamers manufac- 
tured in the best ship-yards of Scotland were there, 
and the pmnege A of the entire community was 
that these were the best ships obtainable for the 
purpose. He had yet to be informed wherein they 
failed to meet the emergency until they met an 
impassable barrier. He was informed that Capt. 
Pike had all his life been in the ice service in 
Baffin’s Bay, and that his experience was every- 
thing that was necessary. The boats of the Pro- 
teus seemed to him (Hazen) to be fair boats. The 
equipments of these sealers would not come up to 
4 standard of the naval service of the United 


Commodore John G. Waiker, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, was next sworn. His examination 
was brief, and added little to the summary of facts 
already made public. The Yantic, he said, was the 
smallest and handiest of the vessels available for 
the expedition. It was not to be expected that the 
vessels would keep together. Witness believed the 
Yantic would be able to make her way as far as 

ttleton Island during the seasen, and in this re- 
spect she had done better than was expeoted, hav- 
ing reached that point earlier than it was supposed 
she would do. The chief purpose to be served in 
sending her was to afford a means of rescue in case 
of disaster to the Proteus—to do, in fact, what she 
had done. Nothing wes said before sending her 
about her leaving stores at Littleton Island or any-

OUR TENDER-HEARTED GOVERNOR. 
—_--_—--- 


NIAGARA COUNTY INDIGNANT AT THE COM- 
MUTATION OF 8SHINE’8 SENTENO™. 

Looxrort, N. Y¥., Nov. 19.—The action of 
Gov. Cleveland in relation to the pardon or com- 
mutation of sentence of oriminals in the State 
prison has attracted wide attention, and much 
comment and criticism, both favorable and unfa- 
vorable. The merit of frankness and can- 
dor in stating his reasons for aotion in each 
case is uniformly conceeded to the Governor, how- 
ever people may differ as to the justice or proprie- 
ty of his action in any given case. Perhaps no 
former Executive has relied so much upon hisown 
jndgment as a lawyer and dispensed so largely 
with the opinions of Judges and Attorneys-Gen- 
eral in acting upon applications for pardon or com- 
mutation as has Gov. Cleveland. Being himself a 
trained and experienced lawyer, the course he 
adopts, of being his own pardon clerk, and pass- 
ing, after thorough persora! investigation, upon 
the merits of each application, commends itself to 
lawyers and Judges. With the general public it is 


far different. A lawyer may ses why Jack Burke 
convicted of murder in the first degree, should 
have his sentence of death commuted to imprison- 
ment fortife because the evidence, fairly consid- 
dered, fails to show that there was any malice in 
the killing. But the public reason differently. 
They say: ‘Burke killed Smith. Burke is a 
dangerous character; he was known to be such 
long before he killed Smith. If he was not prop- 
erly convicted of the killinc of Smith he ought to 
have been, so let him hang." 

These different methods of thought and opinion 
between the Bar and the people are perhaps per- 
feotly illustrated in the case of John Shine, as to 
yoom the following has been published in Tux 

IMES: 

“ The Governor has commuted the sentence of John 
Shine, who was convicted in the County of Niagara in 
December, 1880, cf robbery in the first degree, and 
sentenced to imprisonment at Auburn prison for the 
term of ten years. The Governor files the, following 
reason for this action: 

***This case has been presented to me orally by the 
District Attorney and by the counsel forthe convict, 
and the evidence en upon the trial bas been read 
tome by them. I have aiso before me petitions for 
the pardon of the convict numerously signed, and a 
letter from the prosecuting attorney and the Judge 
who pronounced the sentence. ‘The latter does not 
recommend a pardon, but the District Attorney em- 
phaticaliy deelares that in his opinion the crime 
proved was at most only an assauit with intent to 

b. This, with a presentation of the evidence, satis- 
fed me that the District Attorney, at @ rather late 
day, has now a correct conception of the real offense 
of which the convict was guilty. The extreme penalty 
for the crime of assault with intent to commit rob- 
bery is imprisonment in a State prison for five years. 
The sentence of this convict is commuted to that 
term, which, if his conduct continues good in n, 
wai entitle him to discharge on the 27th day of July, 


John Shine ea youn man who was born and 
brought up in Loekport, of respectable parentage, 
ana who is himself one of the hardest characters 
in the place, In 1877 he was indicted for a similar 
robbery in the streets of Lockport, but was never 
brought to trial, because the prosecution had no 
faith in their evidence to convict. Yet the people 
here believe that Shine committed the robbery of 
1877; and he is regarded here generally as a bad 
fellow, who 1s better off, both for himself and the 
public, in State prison than out of it. The “ Judge” 
referred to in the Governor's statement is the Hon. 
Frank Brundage, late County Judge of Niagara 
County, now practicing law in Buffalo. The ** Dis- 
trict Attorny,”’ named in the statement, is Mr. 
Benjamin J. Hunting, late District Attorney of the 
county, who hes been interviewed by your cor- 
respondent, and who freely states that he recom- 
mended the commutation whieh the Governor has 
made, for what seemed to him good and sufficient 
reasons. These reasons are gontained in the fol- 
lowing statement of faets: 

On a day in the latter part of November, 1880, a 
poor and worthless ‘Frenchman was frequenting a 
house of ill-repute on North ‘Transit-street, in 
Lockport. Ashe was leaving tke house by lamp- 
light he was beset and roughly handled by two 
men. He had no money nor any article of value 
except a cheap watch and chain. There was a 
struggle between him and bis assailants, and he 
broke away, All that he lost was his cheap 
watch, which was afterward found on the side- 
walk, at the precise tplace where the struggle oc- 
curred. Upon such a state of facts the natural 
and ordinary defense upon the trial of an indict- 
ment for robbery from the aaa would seem to 

that there was no robbery committed, and 
hat the’ offense proved must be either 
an attempt to rob or a simple assault 
and battery. Mr. Hunting says that, to his aston- 
ishment, there was no question presented as to 
the principal offense, by the defendant’s counsel, 
but that he admitted that some person had com- 
mitted a robbery and only appealed to the jury on 
the question as to the identity of the defendant 
with the robber. Upon {this question the evidence 
Was emphatic, and, as Mr. Hunting says, ‘I did 
not feel bound on the part of the people to raise a 
question which the defendant’s attorney, as well 
as the Judge, assumed to be out of the case.”’ 

Chief of Police Molyneux was interviewed this 
morning, and he denounces the action of the Gov-. 
ernor in this and in all kindred cases. The Chief 
is@ Democrat, but is very free in expressing his 
mind on this subjeet. ‘‘The Governor has dis- 
graced himself,’ he said, “by setting such 
criminals free. The evidence in the Shine case 
fairly showed that the watch was taken from the 
complainant and dropped on the sidewalk when 

ursuit was made. Shine is guilty of robbery. 

e Governor might just as well set free all the 
conrtots in the State prison, and have done 
with it.” 

But there is another aspect of this case which 
really merits attention, and to which Chief of 
Police Molyneux called the special attention of 
your correspondent. One Edward Feeney was the 
eonfederate of Shine in this robbery, both 
were indicted together for the offense, and, 
although the trials were separate, each was 
convicted on the same evidence of robbery, 
defended by the same counsel, and each 
was sentenced to 10 years’ imprisonment 
in State prison. The question naturally arises, 
Why, because pressure is brought to bear by the 
friends of Shine, is his sentence commuted without 
reference to Feeney’ And why has the Governor 
commuted the sentence of Shine alone when he 
had before him the whole record as to both 
Shine and Feeney, which showed that the offense 
was the same as to both? Three-fifths of the 
people of Lockport, outside of the lawyers, de- 
nounce the commutation of Shine’s sentence as 
an outrage, and this expression is made without 
reference to politics.

MANUFACTURERS AND THE TARIFF 


There is no doubt among those who are 
familiar with the condition of the manufac- 
turing interests of the United States that a 
very considerable discontent with the pres- 
ent high tariff exists among manufacturers 
themselves. ‘This is particularly true of the 
representatives of the minor industries, 
which are dependent on the larger ones 
for their raw material We would 
suggest to the gentlemen who are engaged 
earnestly and disinterestedly in the agitation 
for revenue reform, that in this direction 
they may find a very fertile field for their 
efforts, andone from which they will reap a 
harvest of practical results far richer than 
they have yet been able to attain. The discus- 
sion of the tariff iss now much more perti- 
nent and practical than it was formerly, 
but it might be made more so with 
great advantage. It was in the natural

ment’ there that any analogy ‘sought be- 
tween ‘them is apt to be misleading. 
It would be very difficult, if not im- 
possible, to set on foot any such move- 
ment in the United States as that which 
swept away the corn Jaws. The food of 
our peoplé is not directly invoived. We 
have a very great and wholly free internal 
trade, and England had a comparativély 
insignificant one. We have a relatively 
small foreign trade, and England was 
largely dependent on foreign commerce. 
Though our tariff is an impediment 
to prosperity, owe should’ undoubt- 
edly be prosperous in spite of _ it, 
while England had made the radical 
mistake of barring the markets of 
the world to her own products, The move- 
ment for greater freedom of trade, there- 
fore, requires in this country very different 
treatment from that which it received in 
England. At present one of the most 
powerful elements in its success is re- 
sistance to the tariff by the manufacturers 
themselves, and that should be intelligently 
developed. 





JUDGE HARLAN’S REASONING. 

Any one who strives to get a clear idea of 
Judge Hanrwan's reasoning in his dissent- 
ing opinion in the civil rights case must 
be struck with the Jaborious effort 
which it requires. The views presented 
by Judge Brapiey in the decision of the 
court seemed to flow clearly and easily 
from the obvious meaning and purport 
of the fgurteenth amendment of the Con- 
stitution. They were easily understood and 
convincing. Mr. Justice HARLAN seems to 
be laboring to give a forced construction to 
the amendment and to import into it some- 
thing which the ordinary mind cannot find 
there. The amendment declares that all 
persons born or naturalized in the United 
States and subject to its jurisdiction are cit- 
izens, and it prohibits any abridgement pf 
their rights as such by any State. It does 
not say that no person or ccrporation within 
a State shall interfere with the, rights of cit- 
izens or make discrimination in their treat- 
ment. 

Had the amendment gone so far and 
authorized Congress to provide for its en- 
forcement, it would have revolutionized the 
Government of the United States. There 
would have been no way of providing for 
the protection of citizens in the full enjoy- 
ment of their privileges and immunities but 
by a complete body of legislation affecting 
them, which would have superseded the 
most important governmental functions of 
the States. This is substantially the effect 
which the reasoning of Judge HARLAN 
would give to theamendment. It is general 
in its terms and has no special application 
to any race or class. If it gave Congress 
the power to legislate directly in regard to 
civil rights, that power could be exercised 
in every case in which the privileges and 
imnmtunities of citizens are liable to infringe- 
ment. 

It is tolerably certain that no such mo- 
mentous change in the character of our 
Government was intended. The funda- 
mental relations of citizens to the States 
were not changed. In respect to their civil 
rights they were still recognized as depend- 
ent upon State action, and for that reason 
it was that a prohibition was put upon the 
action of States. Laws making discrimina- 
tions had existed, and did exist at the time 
the amendment was framed, and It was in- 
tended to put an end to this kindof State 
action. Thelines of State jurisdiction were 
not thrown down, neither were they invaded 
by the national authority, but upon the 
States themselves an inhibition was placed 
which will no doubt be enforced whenever 
it is violated. 





ANOTHER WASHINGTON JURY. 


The second verdict in the Kilbourn case | 


shows once more that the national Govern- 
ment, when acting either as plaintiff or 
detendant, is at a disadvantage before a 
Washington jury. The Government is the 
real defendant in this case, for it will be 
bound to make good the nominal defendant’s 
losses. KiLBourn originally sued for $150,- 
000, and a jury awarded him $100,000, or 
nearly $3,500 for each day of his confine- 
ment. This award was set aside as excess- 
ive by Judge McArtTacr, who was one of 
the members of the ‘‘ real estate pool,’’ con- 
cerning which Ki,Bourn refused to testify, 
and therefore must have known something 
about the plaintiff's alleged sufferings. In 
the second suit Kirnourn demanded $350, - 
000, or more than $12,000 for each of the 
days in which he entertained his friends in 
his rooms at the jail as ‘‘guests of the 
Nation,’’ as he testifies, and lost his appetite 
and health at such a rate that his dinners 
cost $35 apiece. A jury gives him $60,000, 
and Judge Cox sets this verdict aside. 

The Judge had very plainly instructed the 
jury that KrLBeurn was not entitled to vin- 
dictive damages, and that in estimating 
compensating damages allowance might be 
made for personal inconvenience, physical 
and mental suffering, and expenses incurred 
while being restored to health after the 
alleged hardships of those twenty-nine mem- 
orable days. Looking over the evidence 
after the verdict had been rendered, he de- 
clared that the verdict could not have been 
founded upon injury to the plaintiff's busi- 
ness or health, and that it must haye been 
founded upon nothing except the indignity 
and mental torture which the plaintiff was 
said to have suffered, The case will be tried 
again, and the plaintiff’s lawyers predict 
that the next jury will give them $150,000. 


It is unfortunate that all jury cases in | 


which the national Government is a party, 
and which involve questions of national im- 
portance, cannot be tried before juries that 
fairly represent the people of the country.

The Maybee farm-house does not stand 
near the resorts of criminals, nor is it near 
any of the paths trodden by lawless tramps 
who pass from one great city to another, 
preying upon the people as they go. But 
Brookville is so near to this City and Brook- 
lyn that it must sometimes be visited by the 
rascals whose homes for a part of the year 
are in the slums. ‘Tramps may not pass 
through it on their way to distant towns, 
but they have sought a living in it, and some 
of.them have for mionths been supported by 
the farmers’ bounty. It is believed that one 
of these wretches turned upon those who had 
fed him and murdered them in cold blood. 

The truth is that in no place, however 
secluded and orderly it may be, are honest 
and law-abiding men and women beyond 
the reach of the criminal tramp. There are 
tramps who desire to work, and who are 
really in search of work. There are also 
professional tramps who are among the dead- 
liest enemies of society. Having obliterated 


; their moral sense and lost all the milk of 


human kindness, they are ready at any time 
to blot out any life that stands between them 
and the satisfaction of their appetites. 
Tramps ef this kind are not human, except 
in appearance; they are wild beasts, and are 
as dangerous as ravening wolves. 


If it shall be established beyond doubt 
that the Maybee murders were committed 
by one of thése wandering brutes, the tramp 
problem will again vex the guardians of 
society. Severe laws for the punishment of 
tramps have been enacted in several States, 
and one is now on the statute book in 
Connecticut, where it was enforced for 
a few months following its passage. 
Such laws sometimes fall heavily upon 
worthy but.unfortunate persons, and farm- 
ers are sometimes unwilling to incur the 
enmity of a wandering criminal by enforc- 
ing the law agairst him. For these and 
other reasons tramp laws soon become 
inoperative in places where they ought to 
be of great service. They seem, however, 
to afford the only protection that can be 
found against insolent and lawless vaga- 
bonds who are vagrants from choice. 


A BLIGHTED BEING. 

Mr. ALEXANDER H. Farconer, of Brook- 
lyn, is to the well-regulated mind an object 
of compassion rather than of the stern resent- 
ment which his conduct seéms to have in. 
spired in the court which has tried and con- 
victed him for persecuting Miss Haws, in 
Brooklyn. It appears that Fanconer has 
written that young woman 300 letters, to 
not one of which has any answer 
been returned. These letters are not 
alleged to contain anything contrary to 
good morals or calculated to provoke a 
breach of the peace. They are simple state- 
ments of admiration and regard with which 
FALconeERr had attempted tosoften the heart of 
Miss Hate. Miss Hate testified that her 
heart remained obdurate, but FALCONER in- 
timated, on cross-examination, that he had 
discovered symptoms of relentment in her 
eyes. It was, indeed, necessary that Fat- 
CONER should imagine some hope, or he 
could never have kept going to the extent of 
800 letters, and it is not necessary to be- 
lieve that there was any objective reality in 


the symptoms of softening in order to: 
conclude that he sincerely thought he saw .

THE LAST LYNCHING. 

The people of Indiana are once more dis- 
graced by a cowardly lynching mob. No 
man who has the least acquaintance with 
homicidal murderers could read the con- 
fession of Newurne, the slayer of ADA 
ATKINSON, without seeing that the man 
was a lunatic. It was donbtkss this 
fact that impelled the mob to hang 
him, but an honest jury should have 
found the poor wretch to be an irre- 
sponsible madman. There is not the least 
reason to suppose that had he been brought 
to trial he would have escaped except upon 
the proof of his insanity. It is idle for the 
lynchers to pretend that they hanged their 
victims because in Indiana a willful murder 
cannot be legally punished. They mur- 
dered a maniac because they knew that in 
all probability he could not be righteously 
punished as a willful-murderer. 

It remains to be seen whether the mur- 
derers will be punished. In almost all cases 
of lynching in the West the affair is consid- 
ered at an end when the victim is hanged. 
In this case it ought to be easy to identify 
the murderers and to bring them to the gal- 
lows. Until a few lynchers are hanged 
lynching will continue to be popular in the 
West, and the lynchers of Ne.uine are just 
the men with whom to begin the effort to 
put down mob violence and murder.

OBITUARY. 


DR. CHARLES WILLIAM SIEMENS. 

The cable announces the death in London, 
yesterday, of Dr. Charies William Siemens, the 
well-known scientist, engineer and electrician, of 
rupture of the heart. The cause of the trouble 
was a fall ten days ago in Park Lane. ‘Dr. Siemens 
was born at Lenthe, Hanover, Apr] 4, 1{2’, and 
belonged to a distinguished family of scientists. He 
was educated at the Gymnasium of Lubeok, the 
art school of Magdeburg and the University of 


Gottingen. He entered Count Stolberg’s engine 
works as a pupil in 1842, and in 1843 and 1844 visited 
England to introduce and patent a gilding and 
silvering method of his brother Werner’s anda 
differential governor forsteam engines invented 

y him and his brother, In 1844he brought out 
anastatie printing and the invention of his double 
air cylinder and chronometrio governor followed. 
ee 1847 he turned his attention to the study of the 

ynamical theory of heat and also te the use of a 
regenerator for recovering that portion of the heat 
which presents itself at the exhaust part of a ca- 
loric engine. An engine constructed on this prin- 
ciple was found satisfactory at the Paris Ex- 
position of 1857. In 1851 Dr. Siemens invented his 
largely used water meter and between 
1856 and 1861, in conjunction with his brother 
Frederick, completed the regenerative gas fur- 
nace, A great achievement. The steel process 
worked by these furnaees has gained the two 
brothers great renown. The steel is used in build- 
ing steel ships and boilers. In 1867 Dr. Siemens 
sent to the Paris Expositions samples of stee! made 
directly from the ore by his then newly invented 
rotary furnace. In 1868 he originated the Landore 
Siemens Steel-works, which manufacture upward 
of 1,000 tons of cast steel per week. 

From 1848 Dr. Siemens took deep interest in tele- 
graph engineering, and in 1858, with his brothers 
Car] and Werner and Mr. Holske, of Berlin, he es- 
tablished in London extensive telegraph works, 
from which lings have been shipped to all quarters 
of the globe. These works constructed the Indo- 
European, North China, Direct United States, and 
Platino-Brazileira cables, as well as others. Dr. 
Siemens's most important telegraphic enter- 
prise as that for which the steamer 
Faraday was built. The Direct United States 
Cable, in which the Siemens brothers’ were 
so actively employed, was a great step in telegraph 
engineering. Since 1844 Dr. Siemens resided in 
England. He was elected a fellow of the Roval 
Society ip 1862: member of Council of Institution 
of Civil Engineers and of the British Association; 
a Manager and Vice-President of the Royal Institu- 
tion, and was once President of the Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers. He was first President of 
the Society of Telegraph Engineers. In February, 
1877, after having visited this country, he was 
made an honorary member of the American Philo- 
sophical Society, and in October, of the same year, 
became an honorary member of the Gewrbe- 
Verein, of Berlin. He was a member of the 
Atheneum Club and of the Philosophical and 
Royal Society Clubs. In 1869 Oxford University 
conferred unon him the degree of Doctor of Laws, 
and in 1874 he received the Koyal Albub medal 
for his researches in heat and his metallurgical 
processes, In 1875, he received the Bessemer 
medal of the Iron and Steel Institute for his ser- 
vices to the iron and steel trades.

Charles D, Blish died Sunday evening at his 
home, No. 105 East Eighty-sixth-street, at the age 


of 61 years. He was born in Hamilton, Madison 
County, N. Y. Previous to coming to this City, in 
1859, he had one of the largest distilleries in Oswe- 
go and subsequently owned one in Brooklyn. In 
this City he was a contractor under the famous 
Hackley street-cleaning contract. He also had a 
private contract under City Inspector Fi I. A. 
Boole, and was the first to introduce in this City 
the plan of sweeping the streets by machinery. 
He leaves a widow and three sons. The funeral 
will take place to-day from his late home at 12:50

He 
had Dan Kelly, Jim Carroli, and one they called “ Red 
Shirt,”’ with him then. Auother man came in at about 
8 o'clock and took the three men and they started for 
New-York on the Delaware and Hudson Railroad. 
His name was Jim Dougherty. Later Patrick O’Don- 
nell took the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Railroad and starved tor New-York at 9 o'clock the 
same night. I took the 3 o'clock train and followed 
them to 10 Huron-street. There I saw three other men 
against whom I liad once been in court as a witness in 
a Pennsylvania murder trial. Il thought that was not 
a safe place for me and 1 went to South Perry, where I 
bought a New-York pase. 

On the fifth day { read an account of the Nathan 
murder, and this is the first { bave heard of Patrick 
O’Donnell since. “Red Shirt,”” Dan Kelly and Jim 
Carroll came back to Scranton on the ninth day and 
hid in a little house In an alley back of Pine Grove 
House.

That is the time as nearas | can 
recollect. As for Pat. O'Donnel... he is a low, stout- 
built man, about 45 years old, very frecklea or else 
pitted with small-pox in his face. He is as greata 
highwayman as ever ran at large. 

There was a man left Pennsylvania and came 
here to this city to live by the nameot Tom Moran, 
who used to associate with Pat O’Ponnel!l. You can 
do as you like with this. I do not want my name 
known, asI have seen enough.”

THE SECOND TRIAL FOR HIS LIFE. 


DID DR. GOERSON POISON HIS WIFE ANZ 
HER MOTHER? 


PHILADELPaAIA, Nov. 20.—The second trial 
of Dr. Albert G. F. Goerson for the alleged pdison- 
ing of Elizabeth Goerson, his wife, was fairly 
started in Judge Ludlow’s court to-day, a twelfth 
juror having been chosen from the special venire 
of 15 issaed on Monday. The prisoner 
sat unru&ed through all the proecedings. He 
is middle-aged, rather below the medium height, 


and inclined to corpuleney. He has a puffy, 
small-featured German tace and wears @ 
brown mustache and long side whiskers 
Silver-rimmed spectacles rested upon his stub- 
by nose. He bas been in prison for 
more than two _ years, but his eomplexioz 
is nevertheless as fiorid as if he had never seen the 
inside ofacel!. Although heis eharged with hay- 
ing murdered his wife and with having poisoned 
his mother-in-law also, a bevy of womien nererthe- 
less fluttered adout him and conversed with him 
through the rails of the dock. 

Dr. John G. Lee, formeriy Coroner’s Physician, 
testified thet he had made a post-mortem examina- 
tion of the body of Elizabeth Goerson and had re- 
moved the stomaeh and a part of the liver and 
kidneys and had given them to Prof. Henry 
for examination, The symptoms, the doctor said,’ 
of the deceased's sickness, as toid to him in the 
presence of the prisoner, were those of arsenical 
poisoning. From what he saw at the post-mortem 
examination he was unable to assign any cause of 
death, a chemical analysis not having been madé. 

When Prof. Leffman was called counsel for the 
defense objected to his being sworn on the ground 
that he was an atheist, and under a recent ruling 
was as aconsequence incompetent as a witness. 
The witness said that he belheved ina God anda 
state of reward and punishment. Judge Lud- 
low decided that that wassufiicient. The Professor 
having been sworn, testified that Dr. Lee brought 
him the dead woman’s stomach and a part of her 
liver and kidneys in a tomato can, the doctor bav- 
ing been unabie at the moment to find a glass jar. 
The witness said that he analyzed the contents of 
the stomach according to seven different methods. 
He found arsenic present each time. The stomach 
contained “‘a little over five grains of sulphide of 
arsenic, which was equal to four grains and fire 
one-hundredths of a grain of the so-called white 
arsenic of oxide of arsenic proper.”” The exami-

THE VERMILYE-MEYERS SCANDAL. 


EVIDENCE ON WHICH A REQUISITION FOR 
GEN. MEYERS WAS ASKED AND DENIED. 
St. Paci, Minn., Nov. 20.—Gov. Hubbard 

has decided to refuse a requisition for Gen. 

Willliam Meyers, asked for nearly a fort- 

night ago by C. D. O'Brien, counsel for 

D. H. Vermilye. The requisition is for the purpose 

of enforcing Meyers’s presence in St. Paul to an- 

swer to the charge of having eommitted adultery 
with Mrs. Vermilye. Gen. Meyer’scounsei claimed 
that no requisition could be issued for Meyers, as 
both he and Mrs. Vermilye, with whom he was 
alleged to have been guilty, had been absent from 
the State for more than a year. Mr. Vermilye’s 
counsel claimed that Meyers was amenable to 
requisition for three years. Attorney-General 

Hahn’s opinion, upon which Gov. Hubbard declined 

to issue a requisition, is not made public, but it is 


stated that the pointas to limitation made by Ver-_ 


milye’s counsel is held as valid. 

Counsel for Vermiiye, in the argument before 
the Governor last Friday, presented several 
papers for consideration by the Executive. Among 
them is the statement of Miss Delia Fleming, 
who wes cook for Mrs. Vermilye during 1581, 
in Wabash-street, in this city. She first observed 
the frequency of Gen. Meyers’s visits about Dec. 1, 
1881. The cook continues her affidavit as follows: 
* During the time between Dec.1,1881, and May,1&82, 
the conduet and demeanor of Mr. Meyers toward 
Mrs. Vermilye was very affectionate aud no- 
ticeable, ana continued to such an extent as to 
attract the attention and comment of myself and 
the nurse-girl, and from my observation of 
her conduct and demeanor I became satisfied, and 
believed that improper relations had been estab- 
lished between herself and Gen. Meyers, ana were 
continued between them during the time that she 
remained in the city. During the time that I have 
spoken of, Gen. Meyers made Mrs. Vermilye many 
and valuable presents. He used to be at the house 
a great deal, frequently staying there over night. 
In January, 1882, Mr. Vermilye went East and 
remained absent until May lv, 1882. During that 
time Gen. Meyers was a daily visitor at the house. 
He used to come there from about 4 to 6 o'clock in 
afternoon, and remained there until 10, 
11,12, and 1 o’clock in the evening. This was al- 
most every night. He used totake her ourriding 
and to piaces of amusement at night. While 
be was there, and during Mr. Vermilye’s absence 
be spent most of his time in Mrs. Vermilye’s bed- 
room. During that time she used to deny herself 
to all visitors.”’ 

Continuing. the witness says that she saw notes 
an exeeedingiy affectionate nature, and 

describes how, when the General was 
sick in bed and Mrs. Vermilye attended 
solely on him, the ecook could discover 
no diminution of his appetite, Another paper 
submitted was an alieged copy made by 
Mr. Vermilye senior, father of D. H. Ver- 
milye, of a letter claimed to have been 
written by Gen. Meyers to Mrs. Vermilye* 
the former being in St. Paul and the latter in 

New-York. The letter is remarkably obscure and 
simply shows that the writer was very much in 
love with some one addressed as “* My partner.” 
Among the other papers submitted was the 
copy of an agreement entered into one Sun- 
day morning in Switzerland, when Vermilve ap 
peared on the scene with the Prefect 
anda couple of gendarmes, in which Vermilve 
consents to leave his child with his wife 
on condition that she immediately returns 
to America, Gen. William Myers guarantee- 
ing the accomplishment of the engagemenr. 
The agreement is signed by Mary C. Vermily:, 
Daniel B. Vermilye, William Myers, and the Prefec,

seen at the Leland Hotel to-day and he told along 
story, the substantial points of which are as fol- 
lows: He denies the story of the cook, 
claims that the house was his home, that there 
wero no improprietics, and that Mrs. Vermilye’s 
bedroom was the common sitting-room.

THE ST. PAUL AND ITS WESTERN 

RIVALS, 

MANAGER MERRILL’S STATEMENT OF THE 
POSITION OF THE LINE AND WHAT IT 
WILL AND WILL NOT DO. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 20.—The probable 
consequences of the St. Paul's withdrawal from 
the Iowa freight pool continues to be a prominent 
topic of specuiationin railroad circles. Manager 
Merrill has returned from Chicago, where he was 
yesterday, presumably on business connected with 
the trouble. When asked what would be 
the outcome of the trouble he said: 
“You can judge as well as I can about 
that. Weare to nave a meeting ina day ortwo 
at Chicago. It is a mistaken idea to imagine that 
the company wanted to withdraw from the pool 


because of the live stock differences. The trouble 
is that there are a number of conditions of the 
pool that are disagreeable and burdensome to the 
company. I cannot name these conditions, but 
ove of them is that the company is not now given 
as large a portion of the freight traffic as it is enti- 
tled to, and that it was not allowed to become a 
member of the passenger pool on equal terms with 
the other lines.”’ 

The company’s Council Bluffs line, he said, was 
a short line and not an entirely new line of a new 
company; it was the extension of an old line that 
was weil known, well! advertised, and whose pres- 
tige was as good as that of any of its rivals. When 
the line was opened ali its past record was brought 
to bear upon advertising it to the good graces of 
the public. It did as large a passenger and 
freight traffic as did its competitors, and 
the speaker saw no reason why it should be 
slighted inthe matter of percentages. The gen- 
tleman denied that the company bad cut rates in 
order to obtain business. The St. Panl Road had 
no desire to bring about a war, but if war was de- 
clared it was well able to cope with itsrivals. He 
added that the company would not withdraw from 
the North-west trafic agreement. This assertion 
was not necessary, as it is well known that the St. 
Paul Road carries 50 per cent. of the North-west- 
ern business, and that the other lines are threaten- 
ing a withdrawal as aretaliation to hurt the St. 
Paul Road.

NOT BUYING THE MANITOBA. 
DENYING A REPORT OF NEGOTIATIONS BY 
THE ST. PAUL ROAD, 
MILWAUEEE, Wis., Nov. 20.—A highly sen- 
sational report to the effect that H. L. Horton and 
Frederick Brown, the New-York stockbrokers, 
bad been commissioned by the Chicago, 
Milwaukee, and St. Paul Railway Company 
to puschase the Manitoba Railway, that it 
might be added to the Mitchell system, 


was telegraphed from St. Paul last night 
and published in a morning paper, and bas 
been creating much amusement in well-informed 
circles to-day. The Manitoba system includes 1,100 
or 1,200 miles of road; it comprises the most direct 
line from St. Paul to Winnipeg; in fxet, the only 
line. It has two lines to Glydon, on the Northern 
Pacific, and so many cross lines that it may be said 
to drain all Northern Minnesota and a great por- 
tion of Northern Dakota. It has been considered 
so valuable a property that at one time the 
stock sold at 165. It is now 99%. The 
stock of the roadin shares and bonds cannot be 
less than $75,000,000. Its purchase by the St. Paul 
would be entitled to rank perhaps as the most 
colossal transactidn ever made by a railroad cor- 
poration in a single contract. The statement that 
the transaction was to have taken place, however, 
seems to have been based upon nothing more sub- 
stuntiai than a surmise growing out of the fact 
that. Messrs. Horton and Brown passed through St. 
Paul and are now indulging in an excursion over 
the Manitoba Koad. 

Alexander Mitchell, President of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Road, when his attention 
was calied to the dispatch. said: * There’s no truth 
in it. The St. Paul Road has nothing to do with any 
scheme for the purchase of the Manitoba.” John 
Jobnston, of the St. Paul system, speaking on the 
subject. remarked: ‘*Evenif the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul people wanted the road, do you suppose 
they would get Horton ani Brown to purchase it 
for them:” 

**Do you suppose they are concerned in the pur- 
chase of the road for anybody?’ ateked the re- 
porter. 

**No, I do not,’ was the reply. The reported 
purchase has caused great excitement in railroad 
circles, and dispatches from ail parts of the coun- 
try have come in to-day, asking what truth there 
was in the story”.

POSITION OF THE TRUNK LINES. 

The position of the lines represented in the 
Joint Executive Committee in regard to the order 
of Commissioner Pierson withdrawing from sale 
here certain tickets over roads runnirg out of Chi- 
cago to points in the West and South-west, is given 


as follows by a prominent railroad man: “It 
makes no difference to the committee bow low 
these Western roads make their fares. so long as 
they annonnce them publicly ana live up to them, 
but to have them fix upon a certain rate, 
as they do now, and then have their salariea 
officers receive by way of commissions, through 
an arrangement with outsiders and _ brokers, 
four or five times the amount of their salary is 
strongly objectea to and wiil no longer be tol- 
erated. ‘Tickets have been sold here by the agents 
of these roadsin the manner suggested at $6 50, 
the regular fare being $1z 50. The difference is 
divided up between the middle man and sundry 
officials, The quarrel. the outcome of which has 
been the issue of Commissioner Pierson’s order, is 
one that the trunk lines have nothing to do with, 
but they are in the position of a man living ina 
house adjoining that of a neighbor who wishes 
to burn his house down. The fire may not 
burn any house but his own, but it is 
his neighbor's duty to prevent any fire be- 
ing started. The Executive Committee, throngh 
the Commissioners here, who are simply its mouth- 
piece. intend to do everything to prevent any 
trouble that will involve any roads other than 
those who are now quarreling with and endeavor- 
ing to undersell each other. If the present order 
is not suflicient to remedy the troubles and put a 
stop to the obnoxious practices, by oringing the 
offending roads to terms, it is likely to be supple- 
mented by a further one which will cut off the sale 
of all tickets here by the trunk lines via Chicago 
to all points west and south-west of the points pro- 
hibited by the original order.”

DANVILLE, OLNEY AND OHIO. 

Boston, Nov, 20.—The bondholders of the 
Danville, Ulney and Ohio River Railroad hela 
an adjourned meeting here to-day to hear 
the report of the committee appointed at the 
last meeting to consider the proposition 
for the adjastment of the affairs of the 
road as submitted on behalf of the corpora- 


tion. The report as submitted by H. W. Suter, 
Chairman, reviewed the condition of the road and 
its business. ‘The management of Receiver How- 
ard was said to be of an_ unsatisfactory 
nature. The gross earnings of the company 
for the past nine months and the operating 
expendijures and the other expenditures were 
noted. A number of transactions of the past 
management were criticised. The report of an 
expert showed that $400,000 would be required in 
addition to the equipment expenses to put the 
road ina suitable eondition. It was stated that 
the foreclosure proceedings now pending were de- 
fective, and that any sale therein would be Illegal. 
In conclusion the committee recommended that 
the committee appointed Dec. 1, 1882, be dis- 
charged and ail its authority § reseinded; 
that if any change were to be _ eficet- 
ed a new Dill for foreclosure be filed aud 
that a permanent committee be appointed by the 
chair to protect the interests of all the bondholders. 
A reorganization is to be perfected by the same 
committee, provided a plan of organization shal! 
be agreed to, until the consent of a majority of the 
bondholders be secured in writing.

DETERMINED TO DIE. 


A WELL-DRESSED WOMAN WHO WANTED TO 
DROWN HERSELF, 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 20.—Just before sun- 
down this afternoon one the officers of the 
ateamboat Twilight, which has Chestnut- 
street wharf as a landing, saw a_ well 
dressed woman running at full speed 
toward the end of the pier. Suspecting that she 
contemplated suicide, he followed her and eanght 
her just as she was about to leap into the river. 
She turned in rage and struggled with him 
but he was the stronger, and soon managed to 
force her from the point of danger. “1 want to 
die,’ she shricked, as she was led back away 
from the river. Finally the steam-boat man 


handed the distracted woman over to reserve offi- 
cer Duchar, of the Central Office. The officer see- 
iuga lady of apparent respectability, simply took 
her arm intending to treat her politely 
but she took advantage of his politeness and dart- 
ed away toward the end of the pier again. Before 
she reached it Officer Duchar was beside her. and 
the escort after this episode became more vigilant. 

At the Central Station the woman told Lieut. 
Crout that ber name was Sadie Fennimore, and 
that she was a resident of Burlington, N. J., and 
a sister-in-law of the Mayor of that city. 
She also claimed to be a niece of Col. E Burt 
Grubb, Captain of the City Troop of Philadelphia. 
She declined positively to give any explanation 
for her motive for attempting suicide. She was 
well and expensively dressed in mourning. She said 
first that she hua registered at the St. Eimo Hotel 
but subsequently gave the addresses of two houses 
on Pine-street, where she said she had boarded. 
At neither of these places was she ever 
seen and the proprietor of the St. Elmo Hote] 
visited the station and failed to recognize her 
as a former guest. She was locked up 
in a cell that was secured by strong wire, so that 
she mizht be closely watched. When she was {ed 
into the cell she said: 

“You needu’t try to stop me, for I am de- 
termined to kill myself. [ have poison 
with me.*’ Up to a Jate hour to-night nothing 
as to the identity of the woman had been learned 
by the police. She was quiet after the burst of 
hysterie screeching that followed her incarcera- 
tion, but constantly reiterated, when spoken to: 
“T want todie! Open that decor! I will have it 
opened ?”

REWARDS OFFERED FOR INFORMATION AS 
TO HIS FATE, 

WHEELING, West Va., Nov. 20.—Nothing 
transpired to-day to throw any light on the Mc-

HNROLLING THE REPUBLICANS.

AN INCREASED REGISTRATION YESTERDAY 


MAKING THB TOTAL 14,571. 


The second day of the Republican enroll- 
ment was marked chiefly by the much larger num- 
ber of names received than on the first day.

He told his story in s 
straightforward and unbesitating manner, apd was 
very clear, despite the fact that he testified in the 
English ianguage, a tongue whose mysteries he has 
not yet fully mastered. His testimony, together 
with the exhibits produced, was especially damag- 
ing to Di Cesnola’s claim that Mr. Feuardent had 
made exorbitant charges against the collection for 
what he had done with it in London, Di Cesnola, 
In the article on which the suit for libel is based, 
hud charged that.Mr. Feuardent bad “‘exorbi- 
tantly charged him between $12,000 and $13,000, in- 
sluding such charges as £363 for carting.” The de- 
fendant's testimony and proofs on this point will, 


of interest to Di Cesnola’s admirers.

a native of France, 40 yeare of age, and at present 
in business in this City as a dealer in antiquities.

“No, Sir!” replied the witness, lauchingly, and 
somewhat startled by the novelty of the question, 

When the laughter had subsided he contributed 
his testimony. In 1866 he went to London, ing- 
land, and then established a branch of his father’s 
house-—Rollin & Feuardent, of Paris. Previous to 
that he had made a study of Cypriote antiquities. 
to some extent, and had acted for private custom- 
ers of his father's house and for the British Mu- 
seum in the purchase of Cypriotes. He first 
met Di Cesnola in London, Sept. 20. 1872, after 
the antiquities shipped from Cyprus had ar- 
rived in six different consignments. The Inst 
consignment reached London in June, 1872, 
and the whole jot was unpacked in Au- 
gust of that year. ‘Ihe statuary was in 
very good order, though the vases which came in 
baskets were much broken. The statues as they 
had been packed in Cyprus came in a rather mixed 
mass. ‘he pieces were numbered, and when un- 

ked were put togetber according as the num- 

om indicated, though the parts were not ce- 
mented together until Di Cesnola came to London. 
The condition of the collection was such that he 
wrote to his father and advised against its pur- 
chase, as it contained few articles that a dealer 
would care to buy. Wher the collection first ar- 
rived Di Cesnola was in favor of selling the entire 
collection at auction, but was advised against 
doing so by the witness. He was then willing to 
dispose of eelections from the lot to the British 
Museum, but having heard ot a possibility of a sale 
of the collection in its entirety.in America 
he decided to sell it only as a whole. The collec- 
tion was then placed on exhibition. Cards were 
isaued to collectors, artists, and others interested 
in such matters, and the rooms in Great Russeil- 
street were crowded with visitors. Mr. Feuardent 
was trying to negotiate the sale of the collection 
to the British Museum, when, in July, 1872, 
he received a letter from his father announ- 
cing the possibility of Di Cesnola selling his 
collection in America, Sept. 2, or 18 days before 
he first saw Di Cisnolu, he received a letter from 
bim informing him that he had hopes of selling the 
collection to some Americans. A subsequent com- 
munication from Di Cesnola was ‘‘one in which.” 
said the witness, smiling, “he told me to make the 
collection as numerous as possible, because the 
Americans are men who care more for quantity 
than quality.” 

This clever perception of the character of the 
Ameriean purchaser of antiquities created a hearty 
burst of laughter from court, jury, spectators, and 
counse). . 

On Oct. 7, 1872. Mr. Feuardent reeeived a note 
from Mr. Di Cesnoila announcing a visit with Mr. 
Slodgett, of New-York, on the following day, and 
urging the necessity of having ea poem looking 
as nicely as possible. The two called and were ao- 
aompanied by a Mr. Field, also of New-York. 

**Whieb Mr. Field was it?” asked Mr. Bangs. 

“I don’t Know.” 

“Did he look like an elevated railroad magnate ?”’ 

“I don't know.” 

“ Did he offer you water for your collection?” 

“TI cant say,"’ was Mr. Feuardent’s answer, 
whieh could hardly be heard above the chorus of 
laughter elicited by Mr. Bangs’s query. 

Previous to this visit, on Nov. 8, Di Cesnola re- 
ceived an offer from America by cable of £10,000 
forthe entire collection. Mr. Feuardent advised 

he acceptanee of this offer. Di Cesnola, however, 

tea the British Museum to purchase it, and 
give it a speeial room with his name, This the 
museum authorities refused to do even thoueh Mr. 
Feuardent offered to let them have it on credit. 
They refused to purcbare on anyterms. The ex- 
hibition was closed and the collection shipped to 
America Dec. 24. 

~ Repairs,” said the witness, *‘ consist of a re- 
union of fragments belonging to each other. Res- 
toration is the insertion of:pieces not belonging to 
the statue originally, or of alterations of any char- 
acter, ae to exterior appearance or form.” In 
comparing the articles received in London with 
photographs taken in Cyprus he found that there 
had been restorations made in Cyprus before ship- 
ment. To the bearded Venus had been added 
the feet, base, and part of the bird in the hand. 
When spoken to about these restoratious, DiCesnola 
said they bad been made for the purpose of max- 
jog the collection more interesting to tourists in 
Cyprus, #0 that they might know how the ‘figures 
bad actually looked in aneienttimes, The statuette 
- of Venus which he examined in London had then 
no evidences of the existence of a mirror on the 
left side. Several of the figures had been given 
new noses in Cyprus. some of which had been re- 
moved in Loncon. The collection as a whole, was 
very clean, there being deposits of soll on the 
gurface only in spots, and these were not so 
numerous but that ‘the grain of the stone 
could ove readily discovered. The stone 
Was soft. and in character much like that 
used in the construction of many buildings in 
France. The deposits wee of so slight a charac- 
ter that the color originally used on the lips and 
eyes, and other portions of the figures, generally 
red or black, could be easily discerned. The stat- 
wes were neverbathed while they were in Lundon. 
The statue of the priest about which there is much 
in dispute came to London with the head sepa- 
rated from the body, and with the band and patera 
loose. It was then without a rigpt forearm. 
While Di Cesnola ‘and Feuardent were discussing 
the collection, the latter remarked that it was too 
bad that the statue could not have been found 
whole. 

“* Yes.” responded Di Cesnola, ** and only Phidias 
dan replace it.” 

Mr. Wheelan, an attaché of the London house, 
who was standing by. heard the remark, and said, 
“lL can replace it." Mr, Di Cesnoia seemed much 
pleased, and gave him orders to do so, and it was 
done and exhibited thereafter intact, and was so 
shipped to America, the forearm being constructed 
by Mr. Wheelan and his assistant out of a blook of 
stone foreign to the statue. The photograph taken 
by Doéll at Cyprus and published in his work, 
ee, shows the point of juncture between the 

ead and boay. This was pointed out to the jury 
im the photograph. 

The witness then produced his book of accounts 

with Di Cesnola, showing advances made him, and 
amounts paid out for freightage and other charges, 
the total amount being £1,424 138. 2d. This wasio 
offset Di Cesnoila’s assertion that the bill against 
the coilection was between $12,000 and $13,000. 
This memoranda account showed further that the 
aecount was fully paid by Di Cesnola. In order to 
get an additional sum of money for Di Cesnola, 
and at his request, that he might have some few 
hundred dollars over and above the amount need- 
ed for advances, Mr. Feuardent made out bis bill 
fordouble the amount due him, or £2,500. This 
bill was paid by a check given by Mr. Morgan, the 
banker. and the entire amount was to be ultimately 
deducted from the total amount to be paid to Di 
Cesnola by the people of the Metropolitan Museum. 
Of the £2,800 received Di Cesnola gave to the wit- 
ness at the banking house of Frederick Berg & Co., 
#1,400, took 4 portion of the balance mm cash, and 
opened an account with the remainder, so that he 
toight not be " strapped” when he met the people 
in Americato whom he had sold his collection. 
Dec. 23 or 24 Di Cesnola paid to Mr. Feuardent 
£212 for the balance due him and for commission 
onthe sale. This latter commission was a pure 
gratuity on the part of Di Cesnola, asthe witness 
did not consider it was due him, as he had had 
no part in effecting the sale of the collection. As 
to the £363 for cartage which Di Cesnola had as- 
serted Mr. Feuardent had charged him, bills of 
lading issued by the masters of two vessels to 
Major & Dove, to whom the first lot of antiquities 
were consigned, and by the London and North- 
western Kailroad Company were produced to dis- 
prove this claim and showed that the amount 
charged to “carriage” in the memoranaum ac- 
count was paid for freightage on the goods from 
Cyprus to London, and that nothing had been paid 
for cartage. 

Mr. Feuardent testified that he came to New 
York in 1886, and had since then sold to the Muse- 
um the King collection of jewels for upward of 
$6,000, but had had no other dealings with the Di- 
rectors of the Museum direct, though Mr. Cyrus 
Lawrence tried to sell to them for him a collection 
of terra cotta figure-heads. The witness had no 
recollection of ever having suggested to Di Cesnola 
that he (Feuardent) be appointed ageni and ex- 
pert for the Museum, 


Mr. Fevardent first visited the Central Park Mu- 
seum in 1479, before it was opened to the public, in 
company with some Treasury officials who were 
Let uvcsticating the question of a tariff on an- 

atures, 20d who desired information and ex- 
planation from him. He then saw work in prog- 
ress whieh excited his suspicion, and as soon as 
the Museum was opened be visited it and discoyv- 
ered many restorations and repairs, There were 
exhibited two masks with ears of a differ- 
ent period, which were subsequently removed 
from the exhibition, While in the Museum 
with the Treasury officials he saw the statuette of 
Venus, and noticed that a disk. oval in shape and 
of considerable thickness, had been ‘ 
left side. It had been seraped ana its lines materi- 
ally changed in appearance. The mirror seemed to 
be in plaster and was different in shape and not 
cut into the stone as it seemed to be afterward. 
andisnow. He had oreviously seen the figure in 
the Fourteenth-Street Museum, when jt appeared 
asit did in London. There he came to the conclu 


sion that it wasae figure of Hope, and there be | 


Lies ussed the question with Di Cesnola, as he also 
iid at that gentleman’s house before he read his 
paper before the Numismatical Society. Dj Cesno- 
& bad given him a letter to Harry Harper, of Har- 
der Brothers, so as to enable him to obtain the 
cuts used in Di Cesnola'’s work on Cyprus. He 
Baw the figure when he appeared before the in- 
Vestizating committee and found it thinner, and

that the appearance of the mirror had changed in 
form trom an oval like the back of a hair-brush to 
an antique form. 

In answer to a question by Juror.Davis, the wit- 
ness said that the mirror was originally plastered 
on, but that now it is cut in the stoneof the figure, 

Regarding the large statue of Heroules Mr. 
Feuardent testitied that while the figure was in 
London the arm and club and calif of the right leg 
were affixed to the statue. The club ana arm 
seemed to belong to the body. The leg was built 
up. Now the feet and base, which have been 
added, look awkward and plainly belong to an- 
other period. DiCesnola bad told him that when 
he found the large bas-relief he found lying near it 
the feet of the Hercules, but they were so badly 
ruined thut they could not be used. 

Mr. Feuardent was asked to deseribo the repairs 
made to the statne No. 2 of the Ecyptian coillec- 
tion, but Mr. Choate objected to the introduction 
of ihe testimony on the ground that the testimony 
was not relevant to the caso in issue, as there was 
no testimony needed to prove that repairs were 
made of statues when parts plaii.ly belonging to 
them were only attached. 

Mr. Bangs—My learned brother and I tried a 
case or two before Judgo Wheeler a half-year ago. 
He is now using what knowledge of the law he 
managed to glean from me before this court.which 
is hardly fair. 

Mr. Choate—I haa forgotten that you ever had 
anything to eay that reiated t» the law. 

Mr. Bangs—Very hkely, but whatever law you 
give evidence of knowing is easily traceable to its 
source. Modesty forbids me to say more. 

The Court ruiea that testimony not clearly re- 
lated to the assertions of the defendant in his 
original charges against Feuardent should not be 
admitted, unless they would show that the repairs 
were made with evident intent to deceive. 
The witness then testified that. on figures 
Nos. 2 4, 14, 82, and 213, pieces that 
did not belong together originally were 
joined together fraudulently. Thestone used was 
antique, but the work on it was so cleverly con- 
cealed py wash and cutting that one couldn't tell 
whether it was ancient or modern, Inother cases 
parts which did belong together were joined so as 
to deceive any buta trained eye. For instance, 
the points of juncture on the ankles of Venus 
were not visible until 1880, and he had not been 
able to see that the feet and body were separate 
parts until that time. In the statuette of a 
man, No. 40, the left hand had been re- 
stored, the neck and chest recarved 
and the heaa added. The feet, too. did not seem 
to belong to the figure, as they were out of line 
with the legs. Last Saturday. when Mr. Feuardent 
visited the Museum, the line of juncture was 
visible at the neck, but was not in i879. In the 
statuette which erroneously figures in the charges 
published inthe art amafeuras No. 754, but which 
is No, 469, the head when he saw it in i579, when 
it was photographed as an entire figure, did not 
agree in style or period with the body.as ic was more 

rimitive. Wash and carving bad seemed to make 
t whole. When it was shown before the investi- 
gating committee at Mr. Prime's, the head was off. 
The figure of the Egyptian warrior, shown in court, 
with the head and body ot different colors, didn't 
so appear until April last. The left shoulder, now 
one piece of stone, was in several pieces, both in 
London and Cyprus. The head that is now on it 
was then on it. Tne whole thing he characterized 
asa “very frightful amalgamation,” made up of 
fragmerts which bad never belonged to one 
another. 

The cuts used in his eard exposing the fraud 
practiced on the tigure of the priest 
with the hand = and patera, he said 
he had obtained from sketches made by 
Mr. Troy, of this City,from the figures themselves, 
and from a photograph taken from the photograph 
of the priest without the hand and patera shown in 
the Corcoran Art Galiery at Washington and 
taken at the Fourteenth-Street Mnseum. These 
sketches and photographs were shown to the jury. 
Mr. Feuardent’s direct testimony will be con- 
tinued atthe hearing at 10 o'clock this morning 
and his cross-examination will follow.

AIDING THE CiTY HOSPITALS. 


WORK OF THE SATURDAY AND SUNDAY HOS- 
PITAL ASSOCIATION. 


A stated meeting of the Saturday and Sun- 
day Hospital Association was held last evening at 
St. Luke’s Hospital. There were present the Chair- 
man, George M. Miller, Esq.; the Rev. George 8S. 
Baker, Secretary; the Hon. Nelson J. Waterbury, 
R. L. Belknap, Frederick Sturges, Hyman Blum, 
Henry E. Pellew, John T. Hannemann, William 
Alexander Smith, John L. Cadwallader, A. G. Ag- 
new, James M. Brown, A. B. Ansbacher, and Dr. 
Richard nw. Derby. 

The report of the Executive Committee showed 
that 293 churches and synagogues had promised 
totake a collection on next Hospital Sunday. 
The various hospitals represented in the Saturday 
and Sunday Association have submitted their an- 
nual statements as a basis to guide the action of 
the distributing committee in alloting.the undesig- 
nated portion of the forthcoming collection. These 


statements possess a general interest, moreover, 
and when compared with the exhibitof the first pub- 
lished statement o! 1881, give evidence of a vigorous 
growth in hospital work in this City. Itis thus 
seen that, (1,) during the past three years $201,- 
651 44 were expended on the eulargement of ac- 
commodations among the hospitals thus associa- 
ted; (2,.) that there bas been an increase in 
the income from the invested funds of 
$9,780 12; (8) that there has bcen an _ in- 
crease of income from paying patients aggregating 
$43,036 72; (4,) that the inerease of income from 
contributions toward current expenses other than 
derived trom the Saturday and Sunday collection 
is $22,774 84; (6,) that the total numver of patients 
has incresed from 8,088 to 10,023; (G,) that tbe total 
numoper of free patients has increased from 6,698 to 
7,188, these last having been maintained at a cost 
of $307,790 81. This exhibit fairly contra- 
dicts the statement to which publicity bas 
recentiy been given in some quarters, 
(said to be based on London experiences,) that the 
method of general collection tostered by the Sat- 
urday and Sunday movement is inimical to the 
real interests of hospitals, in that it has a tendency 
to divert from them specia! gifts and bequests, be- 
cause of the impression falsely conveyed that the 
one general collection is ample for the maiute- 
nance of all the hospitals benefited by it. 
This statement based on the fallacy 
that men of means are acoustomeda to 
give large sums to public institutions without 
informing themselves as to their actual necessi- 
ties. If the London hospitals have not fared as 
wellin recent years as formerly, in view of the 
hospital exhibit of this City, the cause cannot be 
laid at the door of the general collection syetem, 
and perchance may readliy be found in the alterea 
circumstances of a class of private donors, whose 
jncomes, owing to one causeor another, (chiefly tu 
the decline in land rents.) is now barely sufficient 
to maintain their establishments, while formerly 
there was a handsome surplus set apart for the 
wants of those Jess fortunate. 

‘he various methods by and throuch which con- 
tributions may be made z#re as follows: 

1, Through collections in the churches on Hospi- 
tal Sunday and in the synagogues on Hospital Sat- 
urday. 

2. I’hrough the Treasurers of trade auxiliaries. 

8. Through those gentiemen who have eonsented 
to act as ‘l'reasurers-for trade collections in trades 
which are not yet organized inte auxiliaries. 

4. Through collection boxes which will be placed 
in drug stores, elevated railway stations, and other 
places of public resort. 

5. Through money sent direct to Mr. Charles 
Lanier, No. 26 Nassau-street, the Treasurer of the 
association, to whom all moneys, from whatever 
fouree coilected, should be sent, in checks prop- 
erly indersed to him, before Jan. 15, on which day 
the books of the association are closed. 

The application of the New-York Skin and Can- 
cer Hospital, in Thirty-fourth-street, to member- 
ship in the association was favorably acted upon, 
and this institution will hereafter reeeive a pro 
rata share Of the general collection. The Commit- 
tee on Auxiliary Trade Organizations reported en- 
couraging progress.

A WATER MAIN ON A RIVER BED. 

The longest water-supply pipe ever laid on 
the bed of any river in this country was xunk in 
the East River yesterday. It was 2,200 tect in 
length, reaching from One Hundred and Thirty- 
eighth-street diagonally across the Government 
channel to North Brother Island. To properly in- 


case the pipe and get it into position has been an 
engineering feat of some magnitude. More than 
three months have been required for the work. 
The casing is built of planks 244 inches thick. ‘he 
pipe is “threaded” at the joints with an iron 
sieeve 144 inches thick, each one calked solid with 
50 pounds of lead. The wooden box is filed with 
cement, and welded together with 31,000 pounds of 
iron boits, It extended back to the Southern Boul- 
evard, making necessary a deep excavation be- 
neath the tracks of the Port Chester Railroad. The 
weight is about 350 tons. 

The method of dragging the huge box into the 
Water was attended with great difficulties. Two 
steam tugs and a dredge with a powegful engine 
failed to startit on its rollers. Strong hawsers 
snapped under the strain like grocers’ twine. Two 
more tugs were sent for, and the long case began 
to glide down the street into the stream as 
smoothly asthe cable on the Brooklyn Bridge. 
The swift current in mid-river bent it like cork. 
The friction of the chain on the dredge nearly 
severed a ten-inch post covered witb iron one-half 
inch thick, and set fire to the dock. The new 
hospital for contagious diseases on North Brother 
Island, will be able to get Croton water at the rate 
of 1,000,000 gallons a day under ordinary pressure.

ONE RUNNER'S CAREER CHECKED. 


MR. SHEEHAN’S PRACTICE OF WORKING 
HOSPITALS FOR LAWSUITS, 

Daniel B, Sheehan is an able-bodied citizen, 
whose business for the Jast 10 years, according to 
his own statement, bas been to make the rounds of 
the hospitals, seeking out people who have been 
injured on the railroads and inducing them to 
bring sults for damages against the companies. 
He regards this as a dignified and reputable way 
of making 8 living, and points prondly to the fact 
that he has secured $200,000 for crippled persons 
since he entered the business, but neglects to state 
what proportion of that sum has been absorbed by 


himself and the lawyers for whom he has acted as 
a‘‘runner.”” On Monday he learned thata young 
man named Osvar Weston. of No. 1,610 Fourth- 
avenue, had been run over on Sunday by a Third- 
avenue car and that he was lying in Bellevue Hos- 
pital, his leg having been amputated, Sheehan 
hurried to tbe hospital and without waiting to see 
the Warden and get permission to talkto Weston, 
he went to ward No, 40, where the patient was con- 
fined, had a long talk with himin spite of the re- 
monstrance of the nurse, who told him that Dr. 
Williams had forbidden Weston to talk, and in- 
dueed the suffering manto sign a card which he 
wrote, authorizing Mr. C. D. Kust, a lawyer, of No. 
198 Broadway,to bring suit against the Third- 
avenue Company for $30,000 damages. Armed 
with this he went to see Weston's tather, who, he 
says, Was very much pleased with his project, and 
then went to Mr. Rust’s office, where a summons 
and complaint in the case was drawu up. 

In the meantime the excitement of the conver- 
sation, added to his sufferings from bis amputated 
leg, bad driven Weston de jrious, as the Doctor 
had predicted, and when Warcen O'Rourke heard 
of what had occurred he gave orders that Sheehan 
should not be allowed to see the patient again 
without permission from himself. Yesterday 
morning the ‘runner’ appeared again at the 
gate, with a notary public, and, presenting a pass 
from Superintendent Blake, was allowed to enter. 
He again went directly to-Ward No, 40 and began 
talking to Weston, urging him toswear to the com- 
plaint. The nurse, who had received her inetruc- 
tions, sent a messenger for Dr. Williams, after tell- 
ing Sheehan that he must not talk to her patient 
and his refusal to obey her. The doctor hastened 
tothe hedside of the sufferer, who was literally 
being “ talked to death,"’as Warden O'Rourke ex- 
pressed it. and ordered an officer to remove Shee- 
ban. The “‘runner’’ was forced away, protesting 
joudly, and on the main sieps leading trom the hos- 
pital he encountered Warden O'Kourke. Going up 
to him he showed his pass, and insisted on seeing 
Weston and having him swearto the complaint. 
The Warden told him he could not see the man, 
and he then asked by what authority he was pre- 
vented from talking to his “client.” "By my au- 
thority,” answered the Warden. 

*Do you place that above a pass issued by the 
Commissioners’ asked Sheehan, exhibiting his 
eard from Mr. Blake. 

This was too much for the Warden, and he told 
Sheehan that he cared nothing for bis pass. ordered 
the officer to remove him from the yard, and told 
the gatekeeper vot te admit him again without 
further erders. Sheehan went away threatening 
dire vengeanee against the Warden and Directors, 
and called on Commissioners Brennan and Porter, 
to whom be poured out the tale of the outrage 
committed against him. The Commissioners 
pr. mised to investigate the case and redress his 
wrongs, ifhe hadany. To a‘iimes reporter, who 
saw him afterward, the able-bodied runner said 
that be had been treated “like a dog,” and that 
the Warden and doctor had formed an unnoly al- 
liance with the railroad corporations to prevent 
lawyers from bringing suits for damages, and to 
induce patients to settle with the companies for 
their injuries before they could learn their rights 
from competent counsel. He is very indignant, 
and propeses to “show the whole thing up,” no 
matter who falls a victim to bis virtuous anger. 

The story of what happened at the hospital as 
related above, is substantially as told by Warden 
O’Rourke and Sheehan. except that Sheehan in- 
sists that the patient Weston was not delirious, 
that he was perfectly able to talk without danger 
to himseif and that be was anx!ous to swear to the 
complaint and bave the suit begun at ence.

Coleman here to-day, too,”’ he said, * who wanted 
to see Weston ana get his case, but he acted likea 
gentleman and wentaway when I told him the 
facts. As for Sheehan, he will not pass the wate 
of this institution for along time again. Tho man 
was in such a hurry to snatch the c ase from law- 
yers who do not employ him that he was willing to 
run the risk of killing bis client. Weston'’s tem- 
perature ia 108° now, ana the doctor wouldn’t let 
his own fathertaik to him in his present eon- 
dition.”” When the charge that he was acting in 
the interest of the railway company was men- 
tioned to the Warden, he laugbed heartily. “ The 
thing is absurd,”’ be said. “ 1am simply trying to 
preserve my patients from the attacks of wolves, 
and J sbali continue to do it.” 

President Porter, of the Commissioners of Chari- 
ties and Correction investigated Sheeban’s story 
yesterday afternoon. *“‘lsuw Weston,” he said, 
“and my conclusion can be summed up in one 
sentence. ‘The man who wouid try to taik to him 
in his present condition isa brute, and | shail tell 
the man Sheehan so. if be ever comes here again.”’

BRIDGE TRUSTEES BLAMELESS. 
aS se 
A DECISION HOLDING THEM NOT RESPONSI- 
BLE FOR THE DISASTER. 

Judge McAdam, in the City Court yester- 
day, dismissed the complaint of Lizzie Hannon 
against the Trustees of the East River bridge. Miss 
Hannon was hurt in the disaster last Decoration 
Day. She sought to hold the Trustees of the 
bridge personally responsible for damages on the 
ground that they had neglectea to take proper 


precautions against disaster. Judge McAdam 
overrules this theory. In his opinion he says: 
* While it is true that when an individual sustains 
an injury by the missfeasauce or nonfeasance of a 
public officer who acts or omits to act contrary 
to his duty, the law gives redress to the injured 
party by ap appropriate action, yet public 
officers are not liable for the miseonduct or mal- 
feasance of such persons as they are obliged to 
employ, the maxim respondant superior huving no 
application to such officials. In other words, pub- 
lic officers, while liable to a clvil action for wiilful 
or capricious owission of duty, resulting in injury 
to the party complaining, are not liable for mere 
neglect not personal. In the present case no per- 
gonal neglect has been proved against any of the 
defendants. 

“The negligence charged against the defendant,” 
continues the Judge, “consists, first, in allowing 
the bridge under their management to be over- 
crowded on the day the aceidenut occurred. The 
evidence proves that there were &7,0u0 people 
upon it on the day of the accident, and that 183,000 
had crossed it in safety on a previous day; tliat 
the arrangements were alike on both days. 
Second, in not appointing an adequate police 
force, as required by the act under which the de- 
fendants were appointed. The Superintendent, 
by and with the approval of the Chairman of the 
Committee on Organization appointed by the 
Boara of Trustees, selected and appointed what 
they regarded as an adequate police force, 
which proved sufficient on ali occasions prior 
to the one on which the plaintiff re- 
received her injaries. The evidence fails to show 
that the alleged irregularity of such appointment 
in any way contributed to tue accident, or that it 
would have been avolded if donbie the force had 
been appointed. * * * The injury which the 
plaintiff received wus caused by the surging 
crowd, and no personal act of the detendants has 
been shown to have beeu the proximate cause of 
it. The ‘l'rustees, acting individually, have no 
powers or functions. The Trustees areto meet 
and act as a board. ‘To hold the Trustees of a 
public work under such  gircumstances per- 
sopally and individually lable tor
